‘Ws havo already spoken more than once 
of the troubles that are bound to ensue 
in China as soon as the whole of the 
Imperial Maritime Customs net revenue 
is taken for the service of the loans. 
Heretofore the provincial governments 
have taken a portion of the dues and 
duties levied on the foreign trade of the 
empire, and the central government a 





portion. Now the provincial govern- 
ments will not only lose the income 
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they have been accustomed to, receiv 
but they will have to augment their 
contributions to Peking to make up for 
the income which the central government 
is about to lose. ‘The means to which 
the provincial governments will natu- 
rally turn for compensation aro the 
likin offices. A government that has 
waged an unsuccessful war, and finds 
itseif; -is-at last--seeured, 
obliged to provide a large sum, to pay 
indemnities and the cost of the reor- 
ganisation of--its naval: and. -military. 
forces, can, if it, is, not. tied. down by 
treaties, raise the money indirectly, 
from its own people by means. of an 
enhanced Customs tariff, China’s tariff 
is. fixed by. a dozen, or more treaties 
with foreign Powers, and:her people.are 
too, ignorant and have too little patriot; 
ism.to bear direct taxation. They 
would uever understand that the 
country wanted, the. money ;it would 
be impossible to convince them that 
the ‘object was not the. private gain 
of the officials. ‘The autocracy-to. which 
they submit.is always. as; was -first; 
remarked, we believe, by- tliat: acute 
observer Mr. T. 'T. Meadows, tempered 
by the right of rebellion, ‘There. are 
certain taxes and: exactions to which 
they. bave been accustomed, and to those 
they submit though they.may grumble ; 
bit any, attempt on the part of the 
officials to exceed: the limits prescribed 
by custom is met at first with mute 
opposition, and, if that: is: unsaccessfal, 
with violence. According to a native 
contemporary, an” instauce~of” this~ is” 
now occurring in our own neigh- 
bourhood. The market town of Tsih- 
a0, between Shanghai and Sung- 
iang, is a great distributing centre 
for foreign imports, It is accord- 
ingly, as everyone who goes much up- 
country knows, surrounded by likin 
stations, some of them not more than 
three miles apart, Hitherto the pay- 
ment: of likin at one of: these stations 
has freed the goods. at the others, but 
an’ endeavour bas Intely been made to 
assert that there is no connection 
between these stations, and that goods 
must pay ‘at each of them. The petty 
likin officials have even gone so far as 
to. tax-rice-boats returning empty. after 
delivering their cargoes which have paid 
the tax. ‘This has already, seriously in- 
jured the trade of Tsihpao, and though 
the traders have presented innumerable 
petitions to the head likin office at 
‘fsihpao, no notice has been taken of 
them. ‘he traders and their guilds 
ask that the likin may be-reduced, or 
all the Jocal stations declared to be 
under one management, so that pay- 
ment at one will suffice. As their 
petitions have been disregarded, the 
traders have now taken the first-step of 
passive. opposition, and.an order has 
been issued that all the shops in the 
town and-within a radius of three miles 
shail close their doors. No secret: is 
made of their intention to adopt stronger 
measures if this.is not successful, and 
the next step will be to burn down the 
likin..stations..and: annihilate all the 













the head likin officials in Shanghai; and 
the result will no doubt be the triumph 
of the traders for the time. We do not 
vouch for the truth of this story, but, 
it is a perfectly possible event, and 
such events are continually occurring 
-all--over China. . ‘The likin. taxation. 
throughout China_ is not excessive, 
being kept down by the feeling of the 
‘people. as: well. as. by. the competition. 
between different, trade routes; as the 
Chinkiang. Chamber of Commerce say 
in their-report to Mr. Brenan, published 
in another column, “on the whole it-is 
not apparent that: the: exactions have 
any marked effect on trade.” ‘Thus the 
prospect is serious, as the people will not 
stand any material: increase in. the local 
taxation. Very rarely a. thoroughly 
honest and capable official like Li Ping- 
héng, the present Governor of Shantung, 
rises to power, who can materially in- 
crease the net yield of the taxes to 
the government iy honest administra- 
tion, without increasing the -tariff.; but 
he is one in, ten, thousand, 

We. learn by wire -that- one of 
the objects of HE. Li Huog-chang’s 
visits to Western Courts. is to get 
them to consent to import duties 
being raised. from. five per cent, which 
is the ‘basis of. the present. tariff; 
though most.of the duties ‘are specific: 
and haye drifted away in both direc- 
tious from a strict five per cent, to a 
basis of eight: per cent. ‘The applica- 
tion is a perfectly reasonable oue. China 
must increase her: revenue somehow, 
and the insurrections that would 
ensue all over the country if a 
general attempt were made to increase 
Jocal taxation would’ do more injury 
to, trade than, raising import duties 
sixty per cent, Nearly-all the Powers 
have already consented to a greater in- 
crease in Japan. But the Powers should, 
if there is any possibility of getting 
them to agree on the subject, make it a 
condition that the finances of the Em- 
pire. should be regulated, if necessary 
by the constitution ofa financial. de- 
partment of State under foreign manage- 
ment, as the Maritime Customs is. 
Every one will be.the gainer by this 
except the men- through whose hands 
the collection now goes, and many of 
thom no doubt would gladly change 
their present preearious gains for a 
regular and sufficient salary. But, 
to the taxpayers,’ the:central govern- 
ment, and’ the provincial’ governments 
it would be.an unmixed blessing, aud 
there is some reason to believe that 
only some step of this kind can save the 
Empire from a really serious rebellion: 
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England, Clty 6.7

THE NEW. GERMAN MINISTER. 
eg 

‘I'm personnel of the German Legation 
at Peking is being almost entirely 
changed, and there has been much 
speculation as to the reason for this 
unexpected revolution, Baron Schenck 
zu Schweinsberg, the Minister, has been 
recalled ; a new Secretary of Legation 
‘has.gone up.to replace Baton Speck van. 
Steruburg ; and Baron von der Goltz 
has been sent to Canton in charge 
of the. Consulate. there. ‘I'he leading 
Austrian journal, the Neue Freie Presse, 
has the following. very interesting re- 
marks on this subject in its issue of 
the.8th ult. :— 

“Tt is learnt by wire that the German 
Euvoy to Morocco, Baron Heyking, 
before taking up his post received the 
Appointment as Minister to Peking. 
Great political importance is attached 
to this change, It had long been 
a matter of surprise that the: present 
German Minister to China kept himself 
so mucli in the backgroutid in the dis- 
cussion of the Far Eastern Question, 
and that in: Berlin the: advice of: the 
former Envoy to Peking, Herr von 
Brandt, should have been so constantly 
sought. ‘I'he explanation of: this is 
that “Herr von Brandt was in Germany 
when the question reached an acute 
phase; and that ‘there was no-one in 
Germany, and perhaps in. all Europe, 
better acquainted with political mat- 
ters in Peking, from both their political 
and economic points of view. Baron 
Heyking has. never. previously heen 
in the. Far East; but he is said 
to take with him. to his new 
post—besides a thorough. acquaintance 
with the economic situation in China 
and a certain degree of acuteness in 
business matters, which-he has already 
displayed at Chicago, Valparaiso, Cal- 
cutta, aud lastly Cairo—a complete 
kuowledge of the Russian language 
aud relations, as he was a Russian 
subject before entering the German 
diplomatic. service. In view of the 
part: which has fallen to Russia since 
the recent occurrences in the Far 
East, and in view of the importance to 
German export trade of the opening 
of the enormous Chinese market, the 
utmost demands: will be mado-on the 
German representation inthe Far East, 
and to fulfil those demands Baron Hey- 
kivg, to judge by his former: record, 
seems to be the right’ man in-the right 


place.

charge in Amoy for only’ about a year, has 
shown himself to bea capable man and most 
eager for the development of the place. 
His departure for Foochow will be a gain 
to that city but a decided loss to Amoy. 
Tae eunuchs in Peking appear to be 
having a rather bad time of it at present. 
According to despatches received on Sun- 
day from the capital out of six eunuchs who 
had been engaged ina brawl over seats in 
a Peking theatre lately, and who accident- 
ally killed a gendarme who came to stop 
the row, three are to be summarily executed 


and the remaining three exiled to a dis- 
tance of 4,000 Ui or 1,200 miles. Another 


eunuch who had the temerity to present a 
memorial praying for internal reforms in 
the central government was also executed, 
because by doing so he had broken one of 
the Sacred Edicts of the late Emperor 
Kanghsi (17th century) prohibiting eunuchs 
from interfering with state affairs. An- 
other eunuch, the alleged sworn brother of 
the now cashiered Wen Ting-shih, one of 
the principal founders of the Reform As- 
sociation and a devoted supporter of the 
Reverends Gilbert Reid and Timothy 
Richard, has also been summarily executed 
in Heilungchiang, to which city this 
eunuch iat been exiled for the frivolous 
reason of being Wén Ting-shih’s sworn 
brother. The cause of this eunuch’s ex- 
ecution is stated to have been exciting the 
other convicts to mutiny, but his death 
was a foregone conclusion, and the same 
despatch to the Heilungchiang Tartar 
General consiging the eunuch to exile is 
said to have contained also the order for 
his execution ‘on any pretext.” 

Our Tientsin correspondent in his last 
letter noted the fact of the arrival there 
from Peking of the new Assistant Grand 
Secretary and one of the Ministers of War, 
Jung Lu, to investigate certain charges 
preferred by some Censors against Yuan

Tae death of the late M. Ferdinand 
Hincelot was entirely unexpected. He had 
a fit on Friday last, and had been ailing 
somewhat since, and’ on Tuesday afternoon 
he expressed himself as being tired of stay- 
ing in his room, saying that he would come 
down to his office the next day (Wednesday), 
He had his dinner, and his wife was about 
to retire herself, after making him com- 
fortable for the night, when hegave one gasp 
and expired. He is understood to have 
died of meningitis. M. Hincelot, who was 
much liked by all with whom’ he came 
in contact, was in the East some years ago 
as a clerk in the Comptoir d’Escompte ; 
and when M. Vouillemont went home, 
M. Hincelot returned to act as Manager. 
He transferred his services to the Russo- 
Chinese Bank, when that institution took 
over the Comptoir National, ‘The funeral 
took place on Wednesday afternoon, there 
being a large attendance of his friends at the 
New Cemetery. ‘The ceremony was per- 
formed by the Rev. J. Stevens, the pall- 
bearers being M. G. Dubail, Consul-General 
of France, Mr. J. E. Reding, Russian 
Consul, and Messrs. Burchardt, Knaf, 
Lacroix, Mottet, Toche, and Vinay. M. 
Hincolot leaves a widow and children, who 
have the deep sympathy of all in Shanghai. 

Tae news of the death of Sir Augustus 
Harris will be received with surprise, for 
he might be regarded as still having a good 
lease of life, having been born forty-four 
years ago. Since 1879 his name has been 
connected with Drury Lane Theatre, where 
he laid the foundations of a substantial 
fortune upon the spectacular drama, by 
the production of pieces technically known 
in America as ‘tank plays,” on account of 
the prominence given to the “real water” 
in the thrilling scene. Meeting with success 
he was able in some measure to lead the 
public taste, and his revival of Grand 
Opera in England after a prolonged period 
of suspended animation was a bold and 
fortunate step. Whilst assisting in the 
construction of plays, and gorgeous panto- 
mimes, and managing the great undertaking 
of a popular theatre, Sir Augustus did 
not disdain vainer glories, He was elected 
a Sheriff of the City of London in 1891, 
anda reigning sovereign, the German 
Emperor, visiting the Metropolis during 
his period of office, was the cause of his 
being knighted. Sir Augustus Harris was 
also a member of the County Council, and 
even aspired to parliamentary honours. 
He was successful and popular, and never 
inflicted a problem play on his patrons.

‘There was a Seong current running at the 
time, and the IV. Cores de Vries in attempt- 
ing ‘to cross the bows of the Hoihow, 
which was at anchor, was caught by the 
tide and collided with her striking her on 
the port side and doing considerable damage. 
Fortunately the greater part of the damage 
is above the water line, and by shifting the 
deck cargo over to ‘the starboard side 
the hole was brought clear of the water. 
The captain of the W. Cores de Vries at 
once beached his ship on the north shore, 
but finding the damage not serious enough 
to prevent him from continuing the voyage, 
an anchor was run out and, with the 
help of the engines, she was floated and 

oceeded for Shanghai. The Hoihow is 
extensively damaged ; seven or eight plates 
and six frames will have to be taken out. 
As far as has yet been ascertained the da- 
mage to the W. Cores de Vries is not so 
severe, her stem being badly twisted andthe 
fore-peak full of water, though, of course, 
other damage may come to light when the 
vessel is docked. 

‘Tue W. Cores de Vries, which arrived 
here on Sunday evening was in collision 
with the Hoihow at Chinkiang on Saturday 
evening. ‘The Hoihow was at anchor when 
the Cores de Vries collided with her and 
wasso seriously damaged that she had to be 
beached. The Cores de Vries is also badly 
damaged. 


Tae German steamer Daphne, which 
arrived from Hongkong on Friday, stranded 
on one of the islands of the Fisherman Group 
on Thursday morning. Fine, clear weather 
was experienced to the Hieshans, and from 
thence to Steep Island dense fogs were 
encountered. ‘Tongting was sighted about 
midnight on Wednesday and the course set 
for Steep Island Pass. About 7 a.m. the 
ship was stopped and a cast of the lead 
taken, which gave a depth of 21 fathoms. 
‘The engines were then put slow ahead and 
a few minutes after the ship grounded on 
what was thought to be Wood Island. ‘The 
engines were reversed, but without effect, 
so the forward ballast tank was pumped 
out and cargo shifted from the forehold. 
Fortunately the tide was rising and after 
remaining fast for about 24 hours the 
Daphne floated off and proceeded for 
Shanghai, where she arrived on Friday 
morning with her fore-peak full of water. 
‘The full extent of the damage, which is 
thought to be slight, cannot be ascertained 
until the steamer is docked. 

Wuex the Eldorcilo left Chefoo, the 
British squadron had arrived there.

Tae Daily Press thinks that the follow- 
ing cutting from a home paper will amuse 
and edify its readers :—A letter has been 
received by a resident in Exeter from a 
friend at Hongkong, dated the 9th of April, 
of which the following is an extract :—“ We 
have had the pleasure of capturing a 
Russian gunboat, with officers on board, 
taking ‘sketches of our forts. They were 
taken before the Governor and fined, and 
their books forfeited. They were again 
captured for a similar offence at Shanghai. 
This plice is infested with foreign’ war 
ships, who dare not fire for fear of ex- 
ploding the mines under them.”* 

Tue Hongkong Daily Press of the 16th 
instant contains an account of an extra. 
ordinary scene in the harbour on the morn- 
ing of the 15th, when 1,200 casesjof kerosene 
oil that had 'beon discharged from the 
German sailing ship Columbus into a cargo- 
j boat alongside caught fire. The Daily, 
Press says: “When about-twelve hundred 
cases had been discharged into the boat 
there was a sudden burst of flame, a general 
helter skeler of the occupants from the 
boat, much shouting and sereaming, and 
tho ‘fring of the alarm from the sailing 
ship. The occupants of the boat were 
terribly excited and in their anxiety to'flee 
from the burning deck they jumped into 
the water, being picked up by the other 
cargo boat, which immediately scooted of 
out of danger. The flames shot all over 
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the boat in the twinkling of an-eye and 
there:was, in-much Jess time. than.it takes 


to write it, a huge, ficroe. fire blazing, 
while a-tremendous oglumn of dense, black 
smoke ascended from the burning boat, 
| indicating to. everybody looking towards 
the harbour that something unusual was 
happening.;- such a column of smoke as 
that never was.emitted from the funnel of 
a steamer. “It fortunately happened .that 
Inspector ‘Hanson anda. party. of police 
were at the time returning in No. 3 police 
pinnace from East Point, having ‘been 
attending the funeral of Inspector Moffat, 
and as: soon. as. they saw the thick smoke 
towering to the skies-the course, of the 
launch ‘was changed and they proceeded 
with all possible speed to the scene. Mr. 
Lethbridge, Acting Superintendent of the 
Fire Brigade, and.a number of -firenien, 
with that promptitude which never fails 
them, also turned out, together with the 
floating fire engine, and to this efficient 
staff were added two or three crews’ from 
men-of-war.in the harbour, who were dis- 
patched to render whatever assistance they 
could. Of course it would have been perfect- 
ly futile to try to subdue the flames on the 
cargo boat, and so energetic measures were 
taken'to’save the sailing ship, The fire had 
quickly spread to the vessel and her star- 
board side was soon ablaze.’ As ‘soon us 
possible the crew, who behaved with great 
Coolness, cut “the cargo boat away from 
the side and directed their efforts to ex- 
tinguishing the flames on the ship, ‘Very 
fortunately they and the firemen -who 
assisted them were successful, but so 
fiercely did the fire rage that the wood was 














charred to the thickness of-one inchiand 
the awnings and part of the rigging were 
also destroyed.” ‘It'is supposed that the 


fire was occasioned‘ hy one of the cargo. 
boat's crew burning joss-paper close to the 
kerosene. The cargo, which - belonged to 
Standard Oil’ Company, was insured, but 
not locally.

They 
had gained a strong position in the Legis- 
lature, and were inclined to forget that if 
they went back entirely upon the: compro- 
mise of twenty-five years ago, the next 
awing of the political pendulum might 
bring retribution to them, and the constant 
change do harm to the country’s system of 
education, Still it might have been 
believed that Mr. Balfour would be able to 
lessen his followers’ zeal, and pass some 
sort of equitable measure, a feat he 
evidently confesses his inability to do.

Unvrr the heading “Rhodesian Grie-

ursued by both the Beira Railway Co, and 
xy the contractors, and to prevent, both 
during and after the extension of the li 
rates being imposed which even the officials 
of the much-abused Netherlands Railway 
would blush to demand.’ A charge of £6 
per ton of 2,000 Ibs. or 40 cubic feet 
measurement, at the company’s option, for 
carriage over a distance of 118 miles, is 
often inéreased threefold, to about 3s. per 
ton per mile, by “iniquitous measurement” 
charges ; while on the colonial railways 
the average rate for machinery, irrespective 
of bulk, is 3d, per ton per mile.

‘There is 
not, however, a large business passing at 
present, and itis mainly for delivery prompt 
or during the next few weeks, the disposi- 
tion amongst both buyers and sellers being 
uot to operate far forward but to wait an 
see the course of events. ‘The finished iron 
trade in the Midlands is fairly good, and 
more new business is now coming forward. 
Copper has advanced some 25s. per ton 
during this month, and is quite firm ; the 
visible supply is said to have decreased by 
about 17,500 tons during the last twelve 
months. Spelter is nearly £2 per ton dearer 
than it was a month ago, and has a strong 
position. Tin has advanced about 20s, per 











ton during the last four weeks. is 
slightly dearer, and is steady.” 


Tar Pall Malt Gacette says :—Li Hung- 
chang has arrived at St. Petersburg, 
and “the Russians got up a thunder. 
storm in his honour. Its peals mingled, 
we are told, with the strains of Chinese 
music, Tastes differ, but we confess that 
our own inclination would have been to 
dodge round to the other platform, and 
hide in the biggest horse-box. A thunder- 
storm is all right, and Chinese music is 
all right—more or less. But the two 
together! However, Li Hung-chang came 
out of the war smiling though yellow-jack- 
etless, and, therefore, he can stand anything. 
He has also received moral support from 
an admiral, two colonels, a lieutenant, and 
two professors of the Chinese language, 
Thus he need never feel home-sick, while 
the Russian powepepers, as translated by 
the Admiral or the lieutenant, may even 
make him feel quite perky. ‘The Russian 
volunteer cruiser Kostromu has left Odessa 
for Vladivostock with war material and 
nurses. This significant fact, says a St, 
Petersburg correspondent, may indicate 
that Russia intends to pursue a more active 
policy in the Far East after the Czar's 
coronation. And when Li Hung-chang 
remembers Weihaiwei he will smile a smile 
that may be childlike but scarcely bland.

1d | din, by one of whose followers the Shah is 


alleged to have been assassinated. He is 
not, it appears, an Afghan. He was born at 
Saidabad, near Hamedan, on the road from 
Teheran to Baghdad. It is easy to under- 
stand why, when he went to Constantinople 
at the age of twenty-five, and sought the 
favour of the men in power there, he passed 
himself offas an Afghan. Asa Persian and 
a Shia he would have been under manifest 
disadvantage. He represented himself, 
therefore, to Munif Pasha, then Minister of 
Education, asan Afghan, and consequently a 
Sunni. He became a member of the Board 
of Education, but being led in a religious 
controversy to say disrespectful things of 
the Sheikh-ul-Tslam helost his position’ and 
had to'take refuge in Egypt, ‘This was nt 
the time when the Arabist movement was 
beginning to take shape. A good deal 
more is known in Cairo than in India of the 
intimacy of Djemal-ed-din and Arabi. It is 
known, however, that Djemal-ed-din’s pro- 
ceedings were looked on with distrust by 
the police, and that in 1880, about a yoar 
after Tewfik had come to the throne, the 
new Khedive issued an order for his ex- 
pulsion from Egypt. He went to Bombay, 
thence finding his way to Hyderabad, where 
the first Sir Salar Jung’s hospitality to the 
Persian scholar took the practical form of 
an allowance of Rs. 200 per month. He 
was, however, found instilling dangerous 
doctrine into the minds of the young men 
of the city, Hyderabad, with its usual 
generosity towards the undeserving, slipped 
five thousand rupeos into his pocket and 
sent him about his business. le then put 
in a short time at Bhopal and levied a 
contribution of a couple of thousand rupees 
upon the Begum's purse. He next pursued 
his way to Calcutta, where he delivered 
lectures in the Madrassa, but his fame had 

receded him, and he was closely watched 
By tho police’ “At the en ot 180 he left 
India, calling on his way to Europe up- 
on Arabi, a beaten and broken conspirator, 
who was now captive at Colombo. He 
went to Russia, and thence passed to 
Persia playing’ the part of a reformer, 
Bxpelled from Persia“he passed teoeons 
Russia on his way to England, ‘where Mr, 
Wilfrid Blunt made much of him. Under 
his friendly patronage Djemal-ed-Din de- 
livered lectures in Arabic and in French, 
acquired long yearsbeforeat Constantinople, 
We next hear of him at Paris, where he 
edited strongly an Anti-British paper. 
Djemal-ed-din's career as a journalist was 
neither long nor prosperous. He went for 
a third time to Russia, where things must 
have gone well with him for a. time, for 
though he had no visible means of subsist: 
ence he continued to live at an expensive 
hotel, a fact which was not altogether un- 
connected with his intimacy with the 
Russian officials. His article in the Contem- 
porary Review calling for reforms in Persia 
was not his only contribution to political 
literature. Last year a book was brought 
out in London under his name, telling the 
story of the deposition of Murad,” the 
present Sultan's brother, repudiating the 
official fiction of his madness, and urging 
that he should be brought from confinement 
and put upon the throne, which he is said 
by people who pretend. to know him to be

Tue sex problems that threatened to 
revolutionise domestic bliss a little while 
ago have been thrown into temporary 
shade by that latest of all fashionable 


crazes, bicycling. ‘Therefore it is espe- 
cially interesting to note that an article 
in the Humanitarian for May raises 
the question as to whether the New 
Woman actually exists, and snggests 
that she is instead merely a figment of 
the distorted imaginations of a few 
modern authors. ‘he writer argues 
truly that we never really meet in 
every-day life those terrible unsexed 
creatures against whom Ouida and Mrs. 
Lynn Linton are perpetually hurling 
invectives ; creatures who, fortunately, 
are like Frankenstein's Monster in 
that they torture mainly their un- 
happy creators. In spite of these 
formidable beings, however, the world 
seems to wag very much in the same 
old way in which it has proceeded for 
centuries, ‘I'rue, the Du Maurier type 
of woman is undeniably gaining ground; 
modern girlsarepre-eminently daughters 
of the Gods, but the increased physical 
proportions and radiant beanty to which 
we are becoming daily more accustomed 
are probably only the outward visible 
signs of a corresponding growth of soul 
and mind, But the awful shrieking sister- 
hood, with which pen and pencil have 
made us too odiously familiar, does it 
exist elsewhere than on paper and can- 
vas? Are its members really rampant 
among us, dragging along a Juggernaut 
car of death and damnation to all that 
is gracions and sweet and womanly, and 
throwing the bombs of their bitterness 
and spite amongst the enfeebled ranks 
of their arch-enemy the tyrant man ? 
We hear a great deal of these repulsive 
beings, but have we, hitherto, met them 
in the flesh, at all events outside a 
music-hall? As the Zumanitarian 
says, they can no more be regarded 
as true types of any order of English 
woman than that fine flower of civilisa- 
tion, the modern masher, chappie, or 
johunie can be considered a fair type 
of a nineteenth century English- 
man, It is the so-called new fiction | 
alone that has done so much to foster 
the idea that there actually is grow- 
ing up in our midst a detestable 
being, born of morbid corruption and 
physiological ignorance, to be hereafter 
known and recognised as the New 
Woman. ‘This repulsive creature, did 
she really exist, would be an ideal 
daughter of the equally imaginary De- 
cadence, She revels in revolt and in- 
tolerance ; and delights in nothing so! 
much as eternally picturing a corrupt 
humanity as diseased physically as she 
herself is mentally. She is a fruitful 
source of contagion ; and the recital of 
her hypocritical. theories and supposed 
mission, panders to vicious minds in a 
way that is probably more dangerous and 
enticing than actual immoral writing. 












In the world of literature, undoubted- 
ly, she enjoys a promising career 
at the present moment; but, in all 
probability, as a living breathing reality, 
she will soon be acknowledged not to 
exist. The world is beginning to see 
that the brave fearless women who are 
coming to the front to-day from every 
direction are not of this type. They 
claim a place by man’s side, not as 
usurpers, but as. fellow-workers ; _as 
help-meets, not as hindrances. | We 
have divine authority for extolling 
Mary, the searcher after traths, above 
Martha, the fussy housewife ; and with- 
ont jeering at female domesticity, we 
claim that even ordinary housework is 
usually far better done by the women 
who bringthinking minds tobear upon it. 
No greater mistake can be made than 
to cramp a woman entirely within the 
narrow limits of a home ; if this is done, 
how can anything else be expected of her 
but a personality as narrow as her prison ? 
Hers will not be the life that develops 
a strong faith, a great conrage, high 
nobility of character, and a firm belief 
in all things great and holy. Rather 
will it beget pettiness and ennui, and 
end in slow but sure degradation, 
When the real New Woman—the crea- 
tion, not of a prurient fiction, but of a 
glorious truth—comes into her king- 
dom, we shall near no longer echoing 
through the centuries that pathetic cry 
of Andrea del Sarto’s to his beautiful 
but unsatisfactory wife : 

“Had you given me soul, 
We might have risen to Rafael, 
Tand you!” 

Instead, it will be that triumphal 
note of gratitude sounded by another 
husband, and recorded by him as a 
grateful tribute to his own ideal mar- 
riage : 

“T am named and known by that 

moment's feat, 
‘There took my station and degree ; 

So grew my own small life complete, 

‘As Nature obtained her best of me; 
One born to love you, sweet ! 





THE GOVERNMENT AND MR. 
RHODES. 


24th June, 
On the Slst of December last, when 
the news of Jamesou’s raid first reached 
London, Mr. Chamberlain said: “If 
it can be proved that the British South 
Africa Company set Dr. Jameson in 


| motion, or were privy to his marauding 


action, her Majesty’s Government would 
at once have to face a demand that 
the Charter should be revoked and the 
Corporation dissolved.” No doubt these 
brave words were in the mind of Dr, 


| Leyds, when he wired to Mr. Chamber- 


lain, as reported in the Reuter’s telegram 
which we published yesterday morning, 
“strongly pressing him to prosecute 
Mr. Cecil Rhodes, Mr. Beit, and Dr. 
Harris, greatly regretting the delay of 
the enquiry into the complicity of the 
Chartered Company, and urging the 
complete transfer of the Chartered 
Company's territory to Imperial rule.” 





Dr. Leyds has not been particularly 
conciliatory towards the British Govern- 
ment since he reassumed the direction 
of the Foreign Affairs of the Transvaal, 
but this does not impair the strict justice 
of his message to Mr. Chamberlain. It 
is impossible to believe that our Govern- 
ment, however much it may pity the 
titled and untitled shareholders of the 
Chartered Company, who will have to 
face a serious loss if strict justice is 
done, can continue the prosecution of 
Dr. Jameson and the other dupes of 
Messrs. Rhodes and Beit, and allow the 
men who planned the raid to go free. 
No attempt has been made to deny the 
authenticity of the cipher telegrams or 
to explain them away. ‘There were 
plenty of people, as Sir William Har- 
court said in his speech in the House 
on the Sth of May, in Pretoria, in Capo 
‘Town, in London, who might have chal- 
lengedtheauthenticity of these telegrams. 
Mr. Beit was in London, and appeared. 
at the meetings of the Chartered Com- 
pany in the first week of May. But 
the case against Mr. Rhodes and the 
others does not rest on the telegrams 
alone. In one of the telegrams Mr. 
Rhodes told Dr. Jameson how he was 
to explain the concentration of his men 
at Pitsani, “ We are sorting the police 
for eventual distribution, and if they are 
so foolish as to think you are threaten- 
ing the ‘Transvaal we cannot help 
that. B,S.A. Company's police at Mafe- 
king will cost half what they do in 
Matabeleland, and horses do not die.” 
‘That was the account Dr. Jameson was 
to give, and this explanation, in almost 
these very words, was given to Mr, 
Chamberlain and Sir Hercules Robinson 
to throw them off the scent. In the 
Blue Book that has been issued with 
reference to the Jameson raid there is 
a very interesting letter from Sir 
Graham Bower, the Imperial Secretary 
at Cape Town, to Mr. Cecil Rhodes, It 
is dated the 30th of December, the 
Monday after Dr. Jameson had started : 
—“With reference to the verbal 
communication made by you to me 
at 11 o’cloek last night that Dr. 
Jameson contemplated entering the 
Transvaal that evening with an armed 
force for the purpose of protecting life 
and property at Johannesburg, Iam 
directed by His Excellency the High 
Commissioner to acquaint you that 
Dr. Jameson's action is repudiated by 
her Majesty’s Government; that the 
violation of the territory of a friendly 
State lays the offender open to severe 
penalties ; and that the proceeding, 
being a breach of the charter, will 
probably involve the caucellation of 
that instrument.” Then comes a 
very important paragraph: “I have 
called several times at your office 
this morning for the purposd of convey- 
ing to you His Excellency’s instructions 
for the immediate recall of Dr. Jameson, 
but you have not, so far as is known, 
been at any of the public offices, or at the 
British South Africa Company's offices.” 
Mr. Rhodes kept out of the way until 
he knew that Dr. Jameson had made the 
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apprehended fiasco. ‘Then he resigned 


his position as Premier of Cape Colony ; | 


came back’ to England to, iv his own 
words, “face the music,” which he 
did by assuring Mr. Chamberlain that 
he knew nothing about the raid before- 
hand, allowing Mr. Chamberlain to 
exonerate him completely in the House 
of Commons, and permitting Dr. Jame- 
son to become his seapegoat. Then, 
knowing that the truth must come 
out, he placed his resignation of his 
directorship of the Chartered Company 
in the hands of his solicitor, and secret- 
ly left for South Africa, not even meet- 
ing his own shareholders. Well might 
Mr. Chamberlain say, in his answer 
to Sir William Harcourt, in reference 
to his former statement in the House 
that to the best of his belief neither 
Mr. Rhodes nor the Chartered Company 
had any knowledge of the intention or 
action of Dr. Jameson, “clearly, if I 
had had these telegrams before me 
then, my statement would have been 
very materially modified.” 

Do the right thing at once, do not 
dally with dishonesty,” was Mr. Leonard. 
Courtney's appeal to, Mr. Chamberlain, 
and this is the appeal that Dr. Leyds 
makes, and that not only the Opposition 
have made in the House of Commons, 
but such serious. papers, supporters 
generally of the Government, as the 
Economist and the Spectator, “It is 
of course very unfortunate,” says 
the former, “for the innocent share- 
holders of the Chartered Company 
that they should have to suffer for 
the actions of men who have, if the 
evidence of the telegrams is to be 
accepted, so gravely abused the trust 
reposed in them ; but a company, like 
an individual, has to be responsible for 
the conduct of those whom it employs, 
and ueither ignorance nor innocence on 
the part of the employer can be pleaded 
ag a reason why damages should not be 
paid. If, for example, a coachman 
drives recklessly, not only without the 
authority of his master, but in direct 
opposition to his wishes, and injury is 
caused to life or property in con- 
sequence, the employer is held respon- 
sibie, aud he is left to settle with his 
servant as he pleases. The whole talk 
about the injury to innocent share- 
holders is beside the mark, while the 
suggestion that the offences alleged 
against the Chartered officials should be 
condoned, as they were committed in a 
mistaken endeavour to extend our Em- 
pite, is at once contemptible and absurd, 
If the Empire is only to be extended by 
a process of chartered libertinism, it had 
much better remain as it is.” 

The Spectator's article is too long to 
quote, but every word of it is worth 
studying, The gist of it is that the 
Government must cancel the charter 
altogether, aud take over the direct 
government of Rhodesia, a task for 
which the Colouial Office is perfectly 
fitted. “ We are always,” it says, “abus- 
ing our own Departments, but can it be 
fairly said that the Colonial Office has 
ruled ‘Canada, or Australia, or Ceylon 





in an incompetent or mischievous way ? 
At all events, it is the responsible 
agency we have created, and if we are 
| to govern a fifth of the world it must be 
| through responsible agents, and uot 
through casual millionaires who may 
| be like Mr. Rhodes, or may be like Mr. 
Beit, but who, whatever their capacities 
or their virtues, have succeeded in pro- 
ducing the worst and most difficult 
political muddle of our time, who have 
| quarrelled with our necessary copartners 
the Dutch colonists, who have caused a 
native rising which might have 
developed into huge proportions, and 
who by all accounts have so irritated 
their own settlers that they would give 
a plébiscite in favour of Imperial con- 
trol, that is, in fact, in favour of the 
much contewned but usually successful 
Colonial Office.” Mr, Rhodes may have 
extended the possessions of England by 
thousands of square mi and he and 
his copartners have amassed enormous 
fortunes, but the honour of England is 
concerned in his being repudiated with- 
out delay, and brought to justice along- 
side of Dr. Jameson. * 











THE NEW WHARF TARIFF AND 
THE STEAMSHIP LINES. 
25th June, 

‘Te interest in the correspondence 
published in another column is by no 
means confined to the two antagonists, 
the General Agents of the Shanghai 
and Hongkew Wharves and the Agents 
of the principal Ocean Steamship lines. 
A large number of our readers are in- 
terested directly as shareholders in the 
Wharf Company, others as shareholders 
in one or other of the Steamship lines, 
while all are interested in anything that 
increases the cost of transportation, 
for all of us are consumers of goods 
that the steamships bring out ; and it is 
all of us as consumers who ultimately 

ay the charges that the Shanghai and 
Frongkew Wharf Company are about to 
increase by some fifty per cent on and 
after the coming first of July. 

‘The letters are so explicit that they 
do not call for much comment. ‘The 
first objection of the steamship owners 
is that there is no increase in the 
charge for steamers under 300 feet in 
length. Thus the coasting steamers, 
which make use of the wharves in such 
numbers, are let off altogether, while 
the new net catches all the ocean- 
going steamers, which are now rarely 
within three hundred feet long. Of 
this objection no notice is taken in 
the reply from the Wharf Company, 
though if the new departure is made in 
the interest of the shareholders in the 
Company, there seems no reason why 
coasting steamers should not pay an 
increased charge, in proportion to their 
length, as well as Ocean steamers. ‘I'he 
objection as to an extra payment if a 
steamer remains more than five days at 
the wharf has been met to a certain 
extent, but we think the Wharf Company 
might be more liberal in the matter 
of free storage of cargo of steamers 











detained outside the Bar. ‘The pro- 
posed charge on treasure or specie affects 
a very limited number, and they are, 
we should imagine, strong enough to 
protect themselves. 

‘The increase in the tariff now an- 
nounced is, of course, the result of the 
Wharf Company having obtained the 
monopoly here by the purchase in 1891 
of the competing Pootung Wharf and 
Godown Company. As pointed out by 
the Steamship agents in their letter of 
the 2nd instant, apprehensions were 
entertained at the time that this would 
be the result. At the meeting of the 
Pootung Wharf and Godown Oo. held 
on the 27th of June, 1891, called to 
deride whether that company’s pro- 
perty should be sold to wha6 is now 
the Shanghai and Hongkew Wharf Co., 
Mr. A. McLeod, who in his capacity of 
a Director of the latter company 
proposed the sale of the former to 
the latter company, anticipated in his 
speech that there would be objection 
to He creation of a monopoly. He 
said : 


It has been stated that if tho Directors of 
the Associated Wharves acquired the control 
of the property they would immediately raiso 
the present existing tariff, and that very high 
rates of wharfage and storage will conie into 
force. Gentlemen, I can assure you. these 
statements are entirely without foundation. 
If you consider for a moment who aro the 
Directors of the Associated Wharves T think 
il sea not Hikely any large increaso 

iff. First then there 
is our Chairman, the senior resident partner 
of Messrs. Jardine, Matheson and Go, As 
you are awate Messrs. Jardine. Matheson 
and Co. are very largely interested in the 
trade ofthis placd, and their contributions in 
the matter of wharfage of their stoamers, and 
storage of their goods, forma very large propor- 
tion of the total revenue of the Associated 
Wharves. Ido not think Mr, Herbert Smith, 
the present representative of Messrs, Jardine, 
Matheson and Co., is at, all favourably dis. 
posed to any increase being made in tho 
existing tariff. Another Director of the 
Associated Wharves is the Agent of the 
P.&0. Company. They are not interested 
in any way in the rates charged for storage of 
goods, but they are very materially interested 
in the rates of Wharfago, as their steamers 
are berthed at the Associated Wharves, I 
know from Mr. Joseph that he would oppose 
any increase in the existing tariff for wharfago. 
A third Director of the Wharves is the 
resident partner in the firm of Messrs. Turn- 
bull, Howie and Co. Messra, Turnbull, Howie 
and Co. are not, I believe, directly interested 
in shipping, but they aro largely interested in 
tho general trade of the place, and they con- 
tribute considerably to the income of tho 
Associated Wharves by payments for the 
goods they store in the Company's 
‘The other Director of the Associated Whatves 
is myself, ‘The partners in my firm have been 
connected with the Shanghai and Hongkew 
Wharf Co. from the time it, was first formed, 
and I have myself been a Director for a period 
of nearly 17 years. We are not very largely 
interested in shipping, but we influence to the 
Wharves the steamers that come to our con- 
sigument and we do all we can to help the 
Drosperity of the Associated Wharves by 
Storing all our goods there. I have no hesitia. 
tion in saying that I should object ve 
strongly to having the present tariff raised. 
Z think these assurances from the present 
Directors of the Wharves—who I hope, will 
remain Directors for some time—will dispel 
from your minds any idea that the tariff will 
be made burdensome. 


Mr. McLeod is still, we believe, a 
Director of the Shanghai and Hongkew 
Wharf, and the Steamship agents not 
unnaturally draw attention, in their 
letter of the 2nd of June, to his 
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statement five years ago that he 
and the other Directors would very 
strongly oppose an increase in the 
tariff for wharfage. The answer of 
the Shanghai and Hongkew Wharf) 
Co., in their letter of the 4th inst., is 
more amusing than convincing. ‘They 
point out that the new tariff is actually 
more favourable than the old, “ if taken 
on the sterling basis.” What has that 
got to do with it? The currency of 
Shanghai is not in sterling ; the capital, 
income, and expenditure of the Shang- 
hai and Hongkew Wharf Company are 
not on a sterling basis ; their tariff has 
nothing whatever to do with sterling. 
It may very well be that owing to the 
decline in silver, wharfage, calculated 
on a sterling basis, will still’ be cheaper 
in Shanghai than at most European 
ports, but that does not justify raising 
n tariff ‘that has always been calcu- 
lated in silver, in a silver currency 
country. ‘I'he Directors of the Wharf 
Company may‘ have numbers of ex- 
cellent reasons for raising their charge 
exclusively on steamers over 300 feet 
in Jength; but the decline in silver, 
amounting to about 82 per cent since 
June, 1891, is n very poor excuse for 
n rise of over 50 per cent, after some- 
thing like a promise that there should 
be uo rise at all,

‘Ihus 
emphatically did the late'lhomas Huxley 
tell some working men that national 
education should be so organised as to 
catch in its meshes that “one in a 
million,” the lad of genius, We have 
an impression, which unhappily we can- 
not: verify, that we once heard the great 
ist of modern science go fur- 
ther and say “if the six odd millions 
we now annually spend on elementary 
education, produce only occasionally a 
Sir William Thomson, the nation would 
get a long way the better of the bar- 
gain.” Mankind often knows little of its 
greatest and best men, especially if the 
sphere of their Iabour be external to 
that of politics, war, or literature. ‘The 
University of Glasgow was last week 
celebrating the Jubilee of Lord Kelvin in 
the Chair of Natural Philosophy. But 
who is Lord Kelvin? A modest Irish- 
Scottish member of the British peerage, 
who now hides under the disguise of a 
title ‘the fame he won as Mr—and 
afterwards as Sir—William ‘Thomson, of 
being the most distinguished of living 
mathematicians, physicists, and handi- 
craftsmen; a man who as teacher, 
_ philosopher, mechanie,and scientific navi- 
gator has done the work that lay to his 
hand with a conscientiousness, an assi- 
duity, and a success unsurpassed even 








in this age of great workers. St. Mango's 
city has some reason ‘to be proud of its 
“ College” as the University is called in 
local parlance ; it is still an “oatmeal ”" 
seat-of-learning, and exemplifies the fact 
that even in the nineteenth century 
the highest education is still compatible 
with fragal fare aud small means. We 
believe that Lord Kelvin’s case is the 
third during the last century in which 
a professorial jubilee has been cele- 
brated there. ‘I'he University may well 
vaunt its professors ; we doubt if even 
in Germany, that land of universities 
and scholars, an institution of like size 
could within one century show such 
an array of men of European fame as 
Hunter and MacEwen in medicine and 
surgery, Adam Smith in economics, 
Jebb in Greek, Caird in rhetoric, aud 
Raukine aud Lord Kelvin in physics. 
‘The smoke of Clydesdale would seem 
to exercise some powerful attraction for 
superior minds, for nearly all these 
distinguished men refused to leave it 
for positions of greater dignity and 
emolument. 

Young ‘Thomson was the best man 
of his year at Cambridge, although he 
just missed the blue ribbon of the 
tripos. He was beaten in the senior 
wranglership by Stephen Parkinson— 
the well known Parkie of Johns, of 
whom so many apocryphal stories were 
told—who had gone in for a special 
training in the dashing down of book- 
work. ‘Thomson, however, amply assert 
ed his superiority in the subsequent 
and more severe trial for Smith’s prize. 
‘The careers of the two men illustrate 
the influence of environment on per- 
sonal evolution, Parkinson became a 
don and a doctor of divinity ; he wrote 
two good text books, was a sucessful 
college tutor and a first-rate judge 
of port; for many years he was 
the head and front of the opposition 
to every university reform and inno- 
vation, and he died in the ultra-sancti- 
ty of respectable donship in 1889. 
‘Thomson, accepting the Chair of. 
Natural Philosopy at Glasgow in 1846, 
threw himself heart and soul into the 
intense and throbbing life of that great 
industrial centre. Here he not only 
developed the mathematical theory of 
electricity and completely revolutionised 
it as a science, but he joined in the 
higher speculation of the age: he 
supplemented the Joule doctrine of the 
conservation of energy by that of the 
dissipation of energy by the radiation 
of solar heat into space; he also took 
a great and original part in the 
question of the earth’s age by his pro- 
found researches 1ato the lunar motions 
and the frictional effects of tides and 
polar ice caps on the earth’s diurnal 
rotation. For fifty years Professor 
‘Thomson has fired St. Mungo’s lads 
with his own enthusiasm; his pupils 
probably hold more “Chairs” and “Lee- 
tureships” than those of any living 
English teacher. 

But this is by no means the sum 
total of his Glasgow work. Lord Kelvin 
is far more than a teacher and mathe- 














mat Tle isa standing exemplar of 
that unique product of our time, delt 
hand and fine brain. It is open to 
doubt if in that marvellous aggrezation 
of skilled labour known as the “Clyde” 
there is a more cunning craftsman than 
the noble professor. ‘The mere enumera- 
tion of his patents, most of them 
marvels of delicate and complex work- 
manship, would fill several columns, 
Atmospheric electricity is now within 
the meteorologist’s ken by means of 
Thomson's quadrant and portable 
electrometers ; ocean telegraphy as an 
art is almost his lordship’s monopoly : 
cables are lusting three, four, and 
five times their anticipated lives simply 
because they ean be worked by low 
battery-power owing to ‘Thomson’s mir- 
ror-galvanometer and siphon-recorder. 
Men who go down to the sea in ships 
bless his name for his splendid compass 
and his deep-sea sounding-machine, the 
two greatest nautical inventions since 
Harrison’s chronometer. ''hese inven- 
tions, moreover, were not the outcome 
of inspiration, but the slow issues of 
many years of experiment at sea int all 
weathers in his own yacht, 

For his indispensable services in 
laying the Atlantic cable of 1866, and, 
for those days, the still more astound- 
ing feat of fishing up the broken ends 
of the 1865 rope, he was knighted. In 
1892 Lord Salisbury, himself no mean 
scientist, raised Sir William to the peer- 
age as Baron Kelvin of Largs, and we 
thivk his lordship never made a better 
creation. ‘The House of Lords has been 
so exclusively recruited from the legal, 
clerical, political, and fighting profes- 
sions—or as the satirist said, with just 
a dash of truth, from cajolery ‘and 
ferocity—that it was quite refreshing 
to see it invigorated by a man of really 
high intellect. If the Gilded Chamber 
conld be more frequently replenished 
with brains like those of Lords Kelvin, 
Armstrong, 'lennyson, and Leighton we 
would probably hear less screaming for its 
abolition and less hysterios in its defence. 
Lord Kelviu’s life has been prosper- 
ous to a degree seldom equalled, but 
not beyond his desert. Eminent seien- 
tists in these days find their lines cast 
in pleasant places ; easy social circum- 
stances, the wolf out of sight and ont 
of mind; the pursuit of truth unre- 
sisted and almost unrestricted ; the 
happy conciousness that. their Iabours 
will probably issue in benefit to their 
fellow men; and above all the intense 
and acute joy of discovery and inven- 
tion. Even Plutarch’s ‘Timotheus could 
not look back on a more lovely retrospect. 
Lord Kelvin has now well passed the 
allotted three score and ten, but his 
old age is green and vigorous and we 
hope he will yet live loug as the living 
embodiment of the highest English 
intellect, original, comprehensive, and 
practical, We congratulate both -his 
lordship and the University of which 
he is so great an ornament on the 
happy occasion - that -has just been 
celebrated.

Tax pretended Russian aggression at 
Chefoo seems to have stirred up jingoism 
in England to an absurd extent, and there 
is not a paper of any standing that does 
not contain an article on the dispute about 
the foreshore, mostly based on wrong pre- 
mises and mostly of an alarmist nature, 
so that it is a relief to find that the Daily 
Chronicle writes temperately on the subject, 
and with some knowledge of the true state 

of affairs says :— 

With reference to the acquisition stated to 
have been made by the agent of the Russian | 
Steam Navigation Company at Chefoo, Reu- | 
ter’s Agency learns that there is no special | 
British concession at Chefoo as at Tientsin, or 
the river ports of China. ‘The leases of land 
held by British subjects are registered at her 
Britannic Majesty’s Consulate. The Fergus. 
son property Teferred to in the telegram from 
Shanghai is partly situated on land reclaimed 
on the north side of a shallow indentation on 
which the foreign quarter of the town stands, 
the Customs jetty being on the south side, 
Pending the receipt of further information, it 
is believed that the Russian firm has applied 
for title deeds and permission to fill in a. por- 
tion of the water frontage between Fergus. 
son's property and the Customs jetty, a pro- 
ceeding ‘that would greatly prejudice ‘the 
Fights of the existn ‘foreshore lot holders, 
who would lose valuable water frontage avail. 
able for landing and shipping merchandise in 
boats, There is at present nothing to show 
‘that the Russian firm illegally acquired the 
concessions sought for. Among the lead. 
ing China merchants in the City, Reuter's 
Agency is informed that, in the absenco 

telegraphic information to the con- 
trary, there is no reason to believe that the 
matter is anything more than an ordinary 
conimereial transaction, althoughit isadmitted 
thet it may’ give Tite’ to. difficult questions 
Inter on. he property belonged to. Messrs 
Fergusson and Co., who have heen offering it 
for sale as a coaling station or quay. It is 
simply ama fat pices of land on the sea 
front, enclosed hy a bund, and situated at the 
hottom of a hill. Messrs. Fergusson and 
Co, are one of the largest firms in Chefoo, 














and are agents for the principal China 
hanks, insurance, and steamship com. 
panies. They also represent the Russian 
Steam Navigation Company, and it. is 


presumed that the whole’ matter arises 
from the Steam Navigation Company having 
purchased the land which Messrs. Fergusson 
had offered in the market. There is, how. 
ever, one important consideration, duc to 
the “fact that the Russian Steam’ Naviga- 
fion Company is a line recsiving a subsidy 
from the Russian Government, and having a 
very extensive service between Shanghai, 
Chefoo, Tiontsin, the Corean Ports, and 
Viadivostock, and that the acquisition of 
land for building a quay at Chefoo will not 
only enable them with greater facility 
to embark and disembark passengers and 
cargo at that port, but will be a considerable 
advantage in other ways. The vessels of tho 
Russian’ Steam Navigation Company also 
form part of the Russian volunteer fleet 

















Bismarck of China, as he used to be called 
before he was divested of the Yellow Jacket 
and Peacock’s Feather, which have since been 
restored to him—is now in St. Petersburg, 
the honoured and not the least favoured 

est of the Russian Government during the 
Goronation festivities We publish today a 
denial that there is any secret treaty be- 
tween Russia and China. Denials of this 
kind, from either Russian or Chinese 
sources, are valueless on general princi- 
ples; ‘but if this particular denial be 
accepted, wo are still free to believe that 
there is a very close and clear understanding 
between the two Powers. Li Hung-chang is 
the one statesman and diplomatist of China, 
and severe as was the blow to his reputation 
by the collapse of the Empire before the 
victorious forces of Japan, he is still the man 
upon whom the Court at Peking depends. 
It is not for nothing that he has gone to 
St. Petersburg, 





and he would be less astute 
and wily than’he is reputed to be, if he did 
not make excellent use of his time while he 
has access to the Ministers of the Tsar. ‘They 
are anxious to make use of him as he is to 
make use of them; and we may be sure 
that he will do something more than form 
@ picturesque unit in the forthcoming pa- 
geantry at Moscow. It is possible that the 
move ‘at Chefoo may not be unconnected 
with the confidential intercourse he is now 
enjoying withthenewly-found friends of Chi 
If so, it bodes ill for. British interests in 
the Far East, and we shall have to keep a 
firm front and stiff back. It is, perhaps, tn- 
fortunate that we have a new man at Peking 
just at present. Of the ability of Sir Claude 
‘Macdonald we have no doubt ; but his experi- 
ence is almost entirely West African, and 
skill in the management of ignorant negro 
chiefs is not necessarily a guarantee of success 
in negotiation with the subtle and obstructi 
diplomats of the Far East. Sir Claude is 
held in high esteem at the Foreign Office, and 
is sure to be well-instructed and ably support- 
ed from headquarters. At the same time, he 
is fresh to the work, and is scarcely seated in 
the saddle. If he can win a victory for 
British diplomacy in the erisis that seems to 
have arisen, he will indeed give us proof of 
the rare capacity with which he is credited by 
all who have watched his career. 

The Globe concludes its review of the 
Chefoo incident thus : 

England’s duty lies clear and straight 
before her. From the first, we have recog. 
nised the entire legitimacy’ of the Russian 
desire to. secure a more convenient terminus 
for tho Silerian Railway than Viadivostock. 
Nor have we dispated that our great Asiatic 
rival has need for a seaport on the Pacific 
not liable to be ice-bound for several months 
every year. But it has been, and remains, 
our strong contention that, with a view 10 
conserving the balance of powerin the Pacific, 
any territorial or political advantage conceded 
to Russia entitles England to elaim a fair 
equivalent. In fing, it is our contention that 
the partition of China, if that is to be the 
solution of the Far Eastern problem, cannot 
be arranged in ue interests of one European 
Power. “Inthe meanwhile, the first step to 
be taken is the strengthening of our naval 
force in the Pacific ; there is no reasoning so 
powerful with the high officials at Peking as 
‘a demonstration of resolve to substitute strong 
acts for weak words, 

But is not only the action of Russia 
in China that has alarmed the home 





























Even the Timesis inaccurate in describing 
the Chefoo incident, as it writes about a 
British concession being in danger, and 
many other leading papers have fallen into 
the same mistake.

Cer- 
tainly Russian action with regard to the 
railway from Merv in the direction of 
Herat is not likely to inspire absolute con- 
fidence, When the intelligence of the pro- 
Jected line was made public there promptly 
came from St. Petersburg a contradiction of 
the deduction as to the object of the move 80 
framed as to suggest that the news itself was 
incorrect. Almost immediately, however, the 
Svict admitted that it was infact true, and 
gave particulars of the route of the new railway 
tothe Afghan frontier. Further details are 
now accessible and tho schome is clearly de. 
fined. Kushk, a fortified post on the river of 
the same name, and distant some hundred 
miles from Herat, is tho terminus.

On this point the Russian Press is, as was to 
be expected, silent, but the statement does 
not seem to have been challenged. We shall 
examine in a moment the suggestions of com: 
mercial value which are advanced as explan 
tions of the resolve to construct the now rai 
way, If, however, it is correct that tho 
Minister of Ways of Communication declined 
to undertake the work, and that. the acheme 
is in charge of the Minister of War, they aro 
practically disposed of in advance.’ ‘The to. 
collection of the Penjdeh affair would alone 
make the advance a sore subject. Bub 
putting the past out of the question, the 
way in which Russia will facilitate her power 
of striking at Herat is sufficiently obvious. 
‘The Sviet admits the military importance of 
the new line, but tries to invest it with a com- 
mercial aspect also. It is alleged that trade 
with Northern Afghanistan is interfered with 
by English intrigues, and that under the new 
conditions the advantage to Abdurrahy 
Khan of a development of trade with Russia 
will be so much increased that English 
subsidies will no longer make up for the loss 
of revenue entailed by discountenancing it. 
As the correspondent of The Times rightly 
points out, however, “Anglo-Indian trade 
with Afghanistan on the other side is not 
rendered a bit easier by the duties and rogu- 
lations established by Abdurrahman Khan, 
and the proposed increaso of Russian trade 
might induce the Ameer to reap extra profit, 
from it in such a way as to interfere consider. 
ably with its expected development.” A few 
weeks ago, in commenting on the Blue-book 
iving particulars of the trade of . British 
Fadia’ during 1890 to 1885, we had once 
to call attention to the ruinous fiscal policy 
of the Ameer. ‘The trade of India with Kabul 
is smaller than it was in 1880, both as regards 
articles produced in Afghanistan and exported 
to India in exchange for imports, and also. as 
to the transit trade with Persia and Russian 
Turkestan. The Ameer has monopolised 
article after article, and vexatious restrictions 
have diminished consumption. But that the 
new railway will increase Russian influence 
there can be no doubt. ‘The unsettled condi- 
tion of Persia, to say nothing of the difficulties 
certain to arise when the Ameer passes awa; 
and stormy Afghans have to be ruled by an 
other hand, entitles the new factor in the 
problems of the future to more attention than 
it has received. It is too soon as yet to form 
any sound estimate of the real state of aftairs 
in'Persia. ‘That there should be local distar 
ances and loting is not surprising, but s0 
far things have gone smoothly for Mozaffer-ed. 
Din, The message sent by Lord Salisbury, 
by direction of the Queen, congratulating the 
new ruler on his accession, has been acknow- 
ledged with cordial assurances of his desive 
to maintain friendly relations with England. 
Still, Mozaffer-ed-Din is somewhat of an 
unknown quantity, and is stated to have 
strong leanings to Russia. The progress of 
events will naturally be closely watched. It 
is the price of a world-wide Empire that 
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England should be affected by incidents in 
every quarter of the globe. Fortunately the 
Government of India is always vigilant. The 

loomy predictions of endless trouble with 
the tribes arising from the continued exercise 
of control in Chitral, and the opening and 
retention of the road from Peshawar, have 
proved baseless. The Indian frontier is safe 
enough in all parts, and to take alarm at 
every step of Russian policy is absurd. At 
the ‘same time none can be disregarded or 
passed by without. careful consideration as to 
the extent to which they affect the general 
situation and the possibilities of the future. 
British influence in Southern Persia must be 
carefully sustained, 


‘The Government have carried all before 
them with the Education Bill, Mr. 
Asquith’s amendment against the second 
reading having been lost by the enormous 
majority of 423 votes against 156, which 
may be considered as an exceptional 
triumph for the Government, considering 
the very controversial nature of the Bill, 
and the great diversities of opinion which 
obtain about education in modern times. 
As at the time when this Bill was intro- 
duced it was threatened with great opposi- 
tion from certain Conservative members, 
the large majority which the Government 
obtained shows that they must have 
effectively disproved the evil effects that 
wero predicted for the measure and have 
convinced the House that it would generally 
be beneficial. No doubt the Bill will be 
carofully considered in Committee, and it 
is more than likely that many of its clauses 
will be altered or modified in the process. 
Tho Opposition papers denounce Mr. 
Balfour for applying the closure to the 
dlobate on the Bilt and it is not surprising 
that the Daily News should take the fol- 
lowing view of the matter :-— 


Mr, Balfo’s attempt to bully the Speaker 
has unfortunately succeeded. “After a gross 
abuse of the Closure and in flagrant, violation 
of the Standing Order which should protect 
minorities, the Anti-Education Bill was read 
a socond time by a majority of 267. The 
Gebate would have been sadly incomplete 
without a speech from Mr. Acland. For Mr. 
Aclani’s honest and impartial administration 
was the origin of the reactionary movement 
which has ‘culminated in this Bill, ‘The 
managers of Church schools had been led by 
the partial indulgence of his predecessors to 
Delieve that thoy were above the law. When 
rominded by Mr. Acland that the law was 
above thom, they turned with ungovernable 
fury upon the man who insisted upon proper 
accommodation for the children, otherwise 
known as the ‘intolerable strain.” Mr. 
Asquith has never been answered, and hardly 
‘a speaker on the Consorvative side has really 
supported the Bill. ‘The Bill cannot. be 
supported. The principle of what is called 
denominationalism may be a sound one. ‘The 
principle of secular education in the schools 
of the State, with full liberty to the schools 
of the sects, may be sound. ‘The present 
compromise has stood satisfactorily the test 
of working for five and twenty years, But 
this BIll rests upon. no principle, and upon 
no agreement. It is merely a sop to the 
clergy, whom it has not silenced, and will 
not pacify. Every practical teacher is against 
it, aud it lets loose upon the elementary 
schools the full flood of sectarian intolerance. 



















Other opposition papers follow suit in 
denouneing the “gag” system by which 
they profess the Bill was carried, but the 
Globe very forcibly says that “twhat the 
supporters of the measure ha ‘e all 
things to bear in mind is that the Bill has 
got to be carried, and carried this year. 
Even if it were passed without a single 
change, it is far too good to be jeopardised 
in the hope of making it a little better.” 
The Morning Post is of the same opinion 
and says that “no amount of violent de- 
nunciation ean get rid of two salient facts. 
The preponderant majority of the House 
of Commons, speaking with the voice of 
the United Kingdom, approves the Govern- 
ment Bill, and the numbers of those who 
voted for and against the measure prove 
that it would have been a scandalous waste 





of public time to have extended the limits 
of the debate one hour longer. 

‘The following is the view taken by the 
Standard, which of course makes the most 
of the Government victory :— 

Never have five nights been more effectually 
devoted to demonstrating the weakness of those 
who sought to obstruct a policy which they 
Gespaited of defeating. “If the purpose was 
to place on record a telling protest, the means 
adopted were singularly ill-judged. In a 
scheme which comprises so many features, 
each of great importance, there were, no 
doubt, abundant materials for criticism and 
stion. Many members favourable to the 
as a whole expressed a strong opinion 
that particular proposals ought to be omitted, 
amended, or transformed, and some of the 
strictures passed hy its adversaries wi 
say the least, entitled to serious attention. 
But all these were obviously matters which 
ought to be reserved for the proceedings in 
Committee ; while so far as the censures of 
the Liberal benches were relevant to the 
second reading issue—that is to say, the 
general complexion and probable working of 
the scheme—they were manifestly the heated 
expression of partisan prejudice. 

‘The South African question still excites 
a great deal of interest at home and there 
is much division of opinion as to what 
ought to be done with the Chartered 
Company, and this is a matter which the 
Government will have to face sooner or 
later, ‘The Spectator says :— 

‘The contest of opinion over the Chartered 
Company’ is very bitter in London. Tho 
friends of that body, supported by the Times, 
the Telegraph, and Some other less important 
journals, maintain that the Company, and 
especially Mr. Rhodes, aro indispensable to 
South Africa, and that the most that ought 
to be conceded to its opponents is a Com 
mission of Inquiry. ‘The Radicals, on the 
other hand, with the half-unwilling consent 
of the Whigs, insist that the Charter should 
be withdrawn, even if Mr. Rhodes is not 
brought to trial, We find ourselves for once 
in sympathy with the Radicals, believing 
that, in circumstances like those of Sout! 
Africa, only the Government can be either 
impartial or sutficiently strong; but wo are 
bound to acknowledge that the difficulties are 
very great, and that only the Cabinet is, or 
can bo, in possession of all the information 
necessary to a decision, Only the Ministry, 
for example, know what ‘Germany really 
means, or to what extent the extinction 
of the Company would soothe of irritate 
Afrikander feeling at the Cape. ‘The difficulty: 
about money seems to us unreal, and as for 
the indispensableness of Mr. Rhodes, nobody, 
not oven Prince Bismarck, is indispencable 
in this world. It should ’be observed th: 
Cape opinion is divided, though not equall 
and that the settlers in Bulawayo are by 
no means unanimous in their praise of the 
Company. 

‘The Economist has the following note on 
the Money Market :— 

‘The second instalment of the Chinese war 
indemnity has been transferred to the credit 
of the Japanese Government at the Bank of 
England, but this transaction, which has been 
so much talked of in advance, has had no 
influence upon the discount market; and 
there heing nothing else to. sustain rates, 
these have relapsed, the quotation for best 
three months’ bills, which when we last 
wrote stood at I per ‘cent., being now down 
to43 per cent. ‘The accumulation of such an 
enormous amount. at the Bank of England at 
the credit of one customer is not a satis- 
factory feature, as it puts the market too 
much under the influence of a single power, 
whose action might at any time cause a 
great change in the condition of affairs.

DEATH OF MR, CONSUL ENSLIE. 

Mr, Enslie, for many years British Consul 
at this port and judge of H.B.M/s, Court 
for Hiogo and Osaka, died after a long 
illness af 11 p.m. on Sunday last. ‘The sad 
event had been awaited for some time, it 
having been seen that there was, humanly 
speaking, no possibility of recovery, Indeed 
itis a marvel to, many that he was able to 
hold the Jast messenger at bay so many 
weeks. Almost to the last he preserved his 
accustomed cheerfulness and suavity of 
manners, but during the last month he was 
restricted by his medical adviser from seeing 
several of his friends. Mr, Enslie’s death 
is a severe blow to this community, of which 
he had been one of the most prominent and 
respected members for several years. As 
Doyen of the Consular Body, as president of 
the Municipal Council, as President of tho 
Kobe Regtta and Athletic Club, his absence 
will be grievously missed for a long time to 
come, and his own nationals will not soon 
forget the uniformly courteous and pains 
taking official who was ever ready to. place 
his Knowledge and experience at’ the 
service of his fellows. He was the oldest 
consular official in Her Majesty’s service 
in this country. The funeral takes place 
with Masonic honours this afternoon. 

THE SHIMONOSEKI TREATY. 

The semi-official paper in Tokio has been 
devoting much attention to a subject of 
interest to Shanghailanders. The Nichi 
Nichi thinks it really astonishing that Sir 
Claude MacDonald, H.B.M.’s Minister to 
China, and the Shanghai Chamber of Com- 
merce should declare that with regard to 
the privileges securing the starting of 
industrial enterprises in China and~ the 
importing of machinery and implements, 
these advantages were not due to the 
Shimonoscki Treaty, but had previously 
been obtained by England, ‘The Tokio 
journal, continuing says: “Tt ought to 
be remembered, that on the occasion of 
the completion’ of the negotiation of tho 
Shimonoseki Treaty, even Germany took 
umbrage, hastily concluding that the privi- 
leges and advantages L see in the Treaty 
were to be enjoyed by Japan alone. When 
that gross misconception was dispelled and 
when it was made clear that all other Powers 
having treaties with China were entitled 
to participate in the benefits obtained, 
Germany at once evinced her satisfaction, 
It is evident, therefore, that the allegation 
of the English that these particular privi- 
leges and ‘advantages had previously been 
obiained by their country is contrary to 
actual fact. Did not Englishmen express 
surprise when the y was published, and 
did not they place even greater importance 
upon the privileges contained in Art. VI, 
than upon the indemnity of 200 million yen? 
Some business men indignantly that 











however unscrupulous the English people 
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may bein matteis of self-interest, such an 
‘attempt as this, which amounts to an 
attempt to rob others of their achievements, 
must be condemned as a base action; and 
if the Foreign Office suffer the matter to 
pass in silence Englishmen will proceed to 
further extremes of arbitrary selfishness.” 
‘This summary is taken from the Mail. 
HAS JAPAN BEEN ROBBED OF CREDIT? 
Ina later article the Nichi Nichi returned 
to the subject After quoting the speech that 
the President of the Shanghai Chamber of 
Commerce addressed to Sir Claude Mac- 
Donald on the oceasion of the dinner given 
to the latter on the 11th of April, and.Sir 
Claude's reply, the semi-official journal 
observes (I again avail of the Japan Mail's 
translation) that the question of a foreigner’s 
right to import machinery into China arose 
years ago, “The movement was undertaken 
conjointly by the Consular Board at Shang- 
hai and not by the British Consul alone. 
Did not the Consuls of the other Powers 
oso far as to aver that the movement ed by 
. Jamieson was wanting in promptitude? 
‘Were not the joint eforts-of the, Shanghai 
Consular Board entirely fruitless after 
two years’ work? Had the alleged rights 
really and undoubtedly been secured and 
enjoyed, there would have been no necessity, 
‘after the lapse of so many years, to declare 
that the obstacles were about to fall to the 
ground.” If, as was declared on the occasion 
of the Shanghai dinner, the alleged rights 
had already been secured by ‘Treaty, it was 
singular that the matter should have been 
left neglected for so long a time. If, on 
‘acconnt of that negligence, it was necessary 
to make special elforts after the lapse of 
years to recover those rights, the Nichi 
‘Wichi_ would like to know who were re- 
sponsible for the negligence, At any 
rate, the question of the importation 
of machinery was’ first definitely settled 
by the Shimonoseki ‘Treaty, and the 
neral public has acknowledged its in- 
debtedness to Japan in the matter. 
Therefore, for all the declarations of the 
Shanghai Chamber of Commerce and of 
the British Minister, those gentlemen will 
find it difficult to remove the ‘popular 
delusion? ‘The public is simply puzzled 
and mystified at seeing the Chamber of 
Commerce and the British Minister glory- 
ing in such baseless statements.” The Nichi 
Nichi is at a loss to understand why 
Englishmen should be so bent on robbing 
others of their just rights, and hopes to 
obtain. satisfactory answer on the subject 
from Sir Claude MacDonald. 
DISASTROUS COLLISION IN THE INLAND SEA. 
‘News was received here two or three days 
ago of a collision in the Northern Passage 
between the Japanese steamers Ho:wi Maru 
and Konowra Marx. The Ho:wi Maru was 
a steamer of 794 tons gross, built in Eng- 
jand in 1858 and was formerly known as 
the Nombron. The Konowra_is the late 
* Lennoai and is a steamer of 2,271 tons gross. 
Both were heading in the same direction 
when the disaster happened, at 5.30 a.m. on 
Friday last, but the Hozni, which was 
slower of the two, was backing at full speed 
to avoid a shallow. The Kononra cut into 
her about amidships. The Ho:wi sank 
in seven minutes catrying with her 17 or 
18 Japanese, amongst others the steamer’s 
captain, second officer, and second engineer.

THE NORTH-EAST COAST SWEPT BY TIDAL 
WAVES. 
SEISMIC DISTURBANCES. 

The country has been visited by another 
crushing catastrophe. On Monday last 
(15th) the whole coast line of Iwate, Miyagi, 
and Aomori Prefectures, and of Rikuzen 
Province, a stretch of land measuring from 
150 to 200 miles in length, was inundated 
by a tidal wave. Hundreds of houses have 
been swept away and probably thousands 
of lives lost. Accurate reports are not yet 
to hand, but those already placed before the 
public show that the loss of life has been fear- 
fal. Inone place called Koizumimura alone 
no less than 1,450 persons are said to have 
perished. ‘There is unfortunately no room 
to doubt that the nation has to mourn 
a devastation almost, if not quite, equalling 
the terrible earthquakes in Central Japan 
in 1891. 
burst over the coastline of the north-eastern 
provinces between 8 and 9 p.m, last Monday, 
and to have been preceded or accompanied 
by great seismic disturbances. ‘The district 
devasted may perhaps be most clearl 
explained to those not quite familiar wit 
the map of Japan by saying that it stretches 
from Sendai Bay on the south, to Hachinohei 
and the eastern head of Aomori Bay on the 
north. At present the information to hand 
covers but a small portion of this immense 
stretch of country, but fuller particulars 
will doubtless come to hand in a few 
days when the officials have had time 
to collect matter for their reports. So far 
the ravages may be summarised as follows: 
—Washigami-hama, 40 houses swept away, 
deaths not returned ; Okachi-hama, 30 houses 
destroyed, 50 killed and wounded; Shizuka- 
wa town, 700 houses destroyed, 2,000 killed 
and wotnded; Juge-hama, 30 houses de- 
stroyed, deaths not ascertained; Kuji port, 
100 houses swept away, deaths not ascer- 
tained; Ozuchi, 100 houses carried away, 
number of deaths unknown; Otanimura, 90 
houses destroyed, 400 killed; Hashikami- 
mura 390 houses destroyed, 400 killed, 100 
wounded; Koizumimura, 1,450 persons lost; 
and in Matsumura 600 houses destroyed, 
600 killed, 250 wounded. ‘These are some 
of the returns telegraphed down. Although 
they will doubtless be amended in a day or 
two, they suffice to make it clear that the 
country is face to face with little less than a 
national disaster, ‘The feeling ofthe people 
is that the year promises to be a dark one. 

A PROFESSOR’S THEORY. 

According to Professor Kochibe the tidal 
wave was caused by a huge displacement of] 
strata not far from the north-eastern coast 
ine.

Since then and within the memory 
of people still living there have been 
several calamities of the kind and some 
of these, the tidal wave at’ Shimosa, 
the great earthquake at Yedo, Bandaizan, 
and the up-heaval in Aichi and Gifu Pre- 
fectures are comparatively fresh in memory. 
T have said that the tidal wave of the 15th 
was accompanied by seismic disturbances, 
From the evening ofthe date mentioned 
to noon of the following day no. less than 
150 shocks of varying intensity were re- 
corded at Kofu, Miyagi, Fukushima, and 
Ishimaki.. Some of the disturbances were ap- 
parently felt in Tokio as the Central Mete- 
orological Observatory reports there were 21 
shocks during the twenty-four hours alluded 
to. Several officials from government de- 
partments have been despatched to the scene 
of the disaster, and one or two of the leadin, 
Japanese newspapers have sent forward 
special correspondents. 
MISCELLANEOUS ITEMS. 

Count Itagaki, Minister of Home Affairs, 
is now paying a visit to this part of the 
country, and to-day inspected the site of 
the proposed harbour works for Osaka—The 
Chenynen, the ironclad captured from the 
Chineso in the late war, has been repaired 
and successfully floated out of dock, and is 
to receive her heavy guns in a day or two. 
—The work of erecting the Shanghai Boseki 
Kaisha’s Spinning Mills at Wada Point 
near here is to be taken in hand shortly I 
hear. The number of spindles is set down 
at 30,000.

Why the tax was ever 
introduced to the detriment of the Customs 
revenue is a point which might well occupy 
the attention of the genius at Taipch who, 
is responsible for the hopeless 
confusion into which the Customs and likin 
offices are now thrown. ‘The chief occupa- 
tion of the Customs staff will now be to 
collect duties one day and to return them 
the next. 

Foreign residents at Tamsui will regret 
to hear of the death of Dr. Nigataki, sani- 
tary officer, who succumbed to fever at 
Takao a few days ago. 

‘The camphor difiiculties are happily at 
end, the Japanese Government having 
agreed to allow the trade to continue on 
the old lines, pending discussion of the 
question at Tokio. 

‘The civil office at Anping having been 
transferred to Tainan removes Mr. Matsu- 
moto, LL.B.,a gentleman to whom fcreigners 
owe adebt of gratitude. Mr. Matsumoto 
landed with the troops in October last, 
and with a thorough knowledge of English, 
immediately identified himself with tho 
foreigner, and worked to make things go 
smoothly when all was, naturally, trouble 
and confusion.

THE PEKING CENSORS 
are on a crusade against Tientsin official- 
dom and apparently mean business. Jung 
Lu, the Chinmén Tite or Military Come 
mandant of Peking, is down here investi- 

iting some charges which have 
Been iaade aeuieet (1) Yuan Shib-k'ai, the 
der ‘of China’s New Model Atmy ; 
(2) Fu Yuen-lung, the Taotai of the East 
Arsenal. His Excellency Viceroy et 
joint Commissioner with Jung in this 
investigation. It is also freely asserted 
among native officials that Taotai Wu of 
the Railway Service is again in the Cen- 
sorial black books: this is likely enough, 
for Mr. Wu by his radical changes in 
administration and by his ever increasing 
confidence in the foreign employees has 
greatly fluttered the dovecotes of the native 
incompetents. As he is also suspected to be 
a man of some means, nothing is more 
probable than that one or other of the 
Censors has got his knife or pen into him. 
OUR SHADE TEMPERATURE 
this week has been several times at over 
the century, but we still have cool nights.

Since last writing, it has been the pri- 
rilege of your correspondent to see the 

‘gimning of the work of bridging the 
Peiho, or North River, near the market 
fora of Yangis‘un for. he nen railroad.

What had to be done at ‘Lanchoh, enone 
scour of thirty feet or more had to be met 
by very deep foundations made for the 





Piers Under great difficulties. ‘There is 
little scour at this point, and about 30 feet 
Will suffice for the depth of the foundations 
here. There are no stones to interfere with 


the rapid execution of the work. Tron 
cylinders will be sunk to the required depth 
and filled with conerete to form the piers 
of the bridge. The bridge will consixt of 
9 spans, each of 100 feet, and will contain a 
double track. Indeed, I understand that a 
considerable part of this road is to be double 
track, if not all—looking at least towards 
ado-ble track in the near future. The 
embaikment is about completed for tho 
entire road. It will be a satistaction to all 
who are interested in this road to know that 
the northern terminus is to be somewhat 
nearer Peking than was planned at first, 
having been removed to within about three 
miles of the capital, which is a decided gain, 
There is no definite time so far as I have 
learned within which the road is to be 
finished, but work is going forward rapidly, 
and we may hope to see it in operation 
early in 1897, 
THE TOWN OF YANGTS’UN 
is on the west side of the Peihd; so is 
Tientsin. The railroad station is on the 
east side of the river, and it is on the east 
side of the river that the line of road runs 
to within a short distance of Yangts'un, 
were it strikes across the river in a more 
Westerly direction just above a sharp bend. 
Probably a better place for crossing this 
coiling river could not have been found, 
a crooked, shifting stream which continually 
defies all control, and which yetsome believe 
to be easily capable of control, But Chinese 
methods are superficial’ and all who have 
observed them, long for the day of better 
things which we believe is coming. That 
day is hindered in its progress by those who 
ought to.hasten its approach and would, 
were they not ignorant, and prejudiced, 
IGNORANCE IN HIGH PLACES, 

Frequent illustrations occur of the 
iguorance that exists among the “higher 
classes.” For example an officer who should 
have known better, or if he did not showed 
unpardonable pride and prejudico, circulated 
among his ignorant country constituents 
the tale that England had recently paid 
her tribute to China in ammunition. 
‘When such tates are told and the people 
have no means of gaining more accurate sn 
formation, little wonder is it that these 
same people can be incited against tribute- 
paying barbi arians, 

t was also my privilege to attend the 
Annual Meeting of the 

MISSION OF THE AMERICAN BOARD 
which met at T’ungchou. This, the first 
Protestant Mission to enter this provineo, 
began operations in Tientsin in the fall of 
1860. Tt has gradually extended its “sphere 
of influence” till it now occupies seven 
stations, as follows in order of occupation, 











ientsin, Peking, Kalgan, T’ungchou, Pao. 
tingfi, “Pangchinchuang,’ and” Linching, 
It has a prosperous College and Theological 
Seminary at T'ungchou, and a high school 
for girls at Peking. In addition, it has day 
and boarding scfools at nearly’ eit ato 
stations, which serve as feeders for the 
larger “institutions. Extensive medical 






is carried on at most _of the stations, 
reaching an a; ite. of 40,000 to 60,000 
patients annually. The additions to the 





church during the year 1895 were over 220 
and its entire mem bership is nearly 2,000. 
It is rather conservative in its methods, 
giving preference to quality rather than 
juantity. All its educational work is 
doue in the use of the Candee lange 
age, and its one aim in the line of 
education is to raise up a corps of educat- 
ed Christian teachers, preachers, and pastors 
for the future Church of China. In con. 
nection with its seven stations are a 
large number of out-stations where regular 
congregations meet for worship, and from 
which Christian influences are rapidly ex- 
tending. The medical work aids greatly in 
widening this influence, The contributions 
of this body of levers area. continually 
enlarging quantity, although the majority 
of them are from the taseer ae common 








People, and many of them very poor, They 
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have now reached the average of one third 
ot dollar (silver) per head. Probably con- 
siderably more might be added to this, 
which does not get into the contribution 
box. While as a body they are not all that 
could be desired—what Christian (or other) 
body is?—yet may of them are earnest, 
active workers for their fellow countrymen, 
and promoters, so far as possible, of all 
efforts for the good of their own people.

‘The typhoon season has now been fairly 
inaugurated. The one signalled from 
Manila on the Gth inst. did not put in am:

tribution to our water supply, About four 
inches have fallen, and there is now sufficient 
in the Reservoirs to warrant a full supply 
being turned on, which was done on the 
lth inst. The weather is now fine and dry. 

THE GYMKHANA. 

‘The weather cleared up lost Saturday 
afternoon and enabled the lovers of sport to 
tool down to the Race Course to witness the 
Gymkhana, There was a good attendance, 
and all the events created considerable in- 
terest, while one finish proved quite exciting. 
‘The fine Band of the Rifle Brigade afforded 
a treat to lovers of good music, and alto- 
gether the little meeting was a decided 
success, 

‘THE BUBONIC PLAGUE. 

The plague has been decidedly less rife 
this week, but it is much too early to begin 
congratulations, ‘The disease may linger 
on through the rainy season before it works 
itself out. There has been less scare this 
year than in 1894-chiefly, however, because 
the Chinese could not hope to it by 
leaving for the mainland, where it has been 
even worse. One effect of the outbreak 
has’been to render the Peak more lar 
as ‘a residence among Europeans and several 
new housts are in course of erection there. 








THE ACTING GOVERNORSHIP. 

In the last issue of the Government 
Gacette was published a dormant commis- 
sion, ing fresh provision for the adminis- 
tration of the government in the event of 
the absence of the Governor. In former 
times the General in Command of the 
‘Troops held 2 commission as{Lient.-Govern- 
or, and in the absence of the Governor 
exercised his powers. Then a commission 
‘wassentout providing for the administration, 
during the Governor's absence, by the 
Colonial Secretary. After that, ‘owing to 
the post being at one time held by the 
Superintendent of the Gaol, who was also 
‘Acting Colonial Secretary, during a brief’ 
absence of Sir J. Pope Hennessy, another 
commission was sent out authorising the 
Senior Military Officer to administer the 
government in the event of there being an 
‘Acting Colonial Secretary. Now this last 
commission appoints the Senior Military 
officer again to be Acting Governor. Some 
little speculation has ensued here on the 
‘appearance of this commission, some taking 
it to be the shadow of a coming event, 
namely, the appointment of a military 
Governor in the not distant future. 
CHANGES IN THE MEDICAL DEPARTMENT. 

I am sorry to say that Dr. Ayres, the 
Colonial Surgeon, continues ill, and has, in 
consequence, not yet taken up his duties as 
Colonial Surgeon, Dr. Atkinson continuing 
to act as such. Dr. Marques, Medical Offi 
cer to the Gaol, has retired, and Dr. John 
Bell, formerly practising with Dr. Jordan, 
hhas ‘been appointed in his place. Dr. 
Marques was, on the Sth inst. made the 
recipient of an address and a handsome 
souvenir (consisting of a fine silver bow! 
on a blackwood stand) from the Police 
Force, Magistracy and Supreme Court stafls. 
‘The address is highly appreciati 
shows that Dr. Marques had 
confidence and esteem of those among whom 
he laboured.

His Majesty, therefore, has decreed that 
Wang Wén-shao (Chihli), Chang Chik-tung 
(wo Kiang), T’an Chun-lin (two Kwan} 

Pao-ch‘uan (Fookien), Chao Shu-chiao 
(Kiangsu) secretly depute trustirorthy 
officials in order to inquire with all zeal ints 
this matter and to stop it, and punish 
severely without mercy all officals, elders, 
soldiers and runners conniving at gamblers 
and sheltering robbers. 

Copies of the Memorial and the Baict were 
sent by the Grand Council to Chang 
who now orders me, the Taotai, to make 
Strict and secret enquiries in the districts 
under my jurisdiction whether there exist 
any gambling places, and if it be found out 
that officers, disreputable elders, soldiers and 
Yamén ranners connive at and protect thom 
to hear their cases and report about dealing 
with them. In case of such things existing 
in the Settlement he wishes me to com: 
municate with the Consuls that they might 
order the Police to assist my men in their 
investigations and apprehensions without 
showing auy meroy, in order to enable them 
to report to me. 

On the same subject I have received orders 
from the Governor of Kiangsu and given at 
once the necessary instructions. On the 
receipt of H.E. Chang's ‘orders I have 
deputed the expectant magistrate Chu 
Huang to make strict and secret. enquiries 
and to act in accord with the Shanghai 
magistrate, Besides having issued different 
directions Ihave now the honour to com- 
municate with you and to request your good 
services for informing the police to give their 
assistance and to prevent gambling.

Gunestes :—I have the honour to inform 
you that the firm of Messrs. Mustard and 
Co, reports to me that the Municipal author- 
ities of Shanghai have prevented them from 
having boxes of cigarettes carried through 
the Settlement on wheelbarrows because 
the boxes were thought to be so high as to 
obstruct the view of the wheelbarrow coolie, 
and were thereby a menace to safe travel. 

T observe that since 1888 the present 
wheelbarrow regulations have been in force ; 
and Iam informed by Messrs. Mustard and 
Co. that prior, and subsequent, to that time 
they have had boxes of cigarettes, of the 
same size now in commercial use, carried 
from their warchouse through various parts 
of the Settlement, and that the entire absence 
of inconvenience to public carriage has caused 
no previous interference on the part of the 
Municipal authorities. 

‘The regulation with regard to wheelbarrows 
reads, in one paragraph + 

“No packages, however light, can be

‘As opposed to the reason 
involved in the restriction placed upon the

regulations. 

‘Your letter was referred to the Captain 
Superintendent of Police, who reports. that 
along with Mr. Mustard he inspected the 
cigarette cases, one of which was found to 
weigh about 355 Ibs.5 that only one is carried 
on the wheelbarrow, on one side of which, 
itis laced, and that in this position it 
too high for the coolie to see over it, which 
is an infringement of the regulations, and it 
is, moreover, when in this position specially 
difficult for’ him to maintain the balance of 
the barrow should he try to get out of the 
way of a passing carriage. 

Since the revulations were made in 1888 
the street traffic has increased enormously, 
aud every year it becomes more imperative 
on the Council to see that the regulations 
made by their predecessors for the safety of 
the public are strictly enforced by the police. 

‘The Council suggest that if Messrs. Mustai 
& Co. cannot have the size of the cigarette 
cases reduced, they should arrange to have 
them carried through the Settlemeut by 
two coolies instead of on a wheelbarrow 
which would not entail much additional 
expense to them, and there would be no risk 
of any accident happening.

The following Minutes of mocting held 
on the 17th instant aro ordered to be 
published : 

Plague in the South.—De. Henderson 
drew attention to the fact that Plaguo had 
extended to Swatow and Amoy which wero 
now officially declared infected Ports. The 
returns from Hongkong show no dimunition 
in the number of cases and one or two 
foreigners are reported to have been 
attacked by the disease during the past 
few months. In view of all this it is 
necessary to make the arrangements as 
complete as possiblo for the reception of 
any caso of plaguo that may be brought to 
Shanghai and it is decided by the Board 
again to draw attention to the recom- 
mendation made at the mecting held on 
May 28th that the Fumigation station and 
Isolation Huts at the Point should bo 
placedfin charge of a foreign medical officer, 
who would sce that everything was kept 
in a proper state of efficiency. 

Native Hovses.—While the condition of 
the Settlement so far as scavenging, draim 
cleaning, ete., is concerned may be regarded 
as now fairly satisfactory, the interiors of 
the native dwelling houses have in no way 
improved. ‘The attention of the Board 
had frequently been directed to the over- 
crowding in certain districts and this 
is an evil which has of Inte been 
constantly increasing. With Plaguo throat 
ening it was a matter which we could 
not afford to neglect and yet under 
existing circumstances it was difficult to 
see what course of action was open to 
the Council. In the large towns of Europo 
‘and America the rule was so much cubic 
space, {so many inhabitants, and if the 
proper proportion was exceeded the over- 
crowded house was regarded as a public 
nuisance and dealt with as such by the 
magistrate under the the Nuisance Act. 
In Shanghai unfortunately the matter 
cannot be so easily arranged. 

Cholera.—Dr. Henderson informed the 
Board that the Governors of the Shantung 
Road Native Hospital had decided not to 
admit any more cholera patients and the 
preparation of a place for the reception of 
such cases was therefore a matter requiring 
immediate attention, 
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Opening Roads.—Mr. Mayne states that 
the Shanghai Gas Co have applied for a 
permit to open the Bubbling Well Road 
for the purpose of extending the gas main. 
The Board consider that the work might 
be allowed to go on at present, provided it 
is carried out in an expeditious manner 
and is completed within a specified time, 
say not Inter than the second week in 
July, ‘The Permit als» should be subject 
to withdrawal in case of serious complaint 
being made by those living in the imme- 
diate neighbourhood.

‘The assets of the company are still entered 
in the Valance sheet at 2s, 1d. por dollar, 
though the course of the oxchange through 

r would have warranted a higher 
valuation. It is satisfactory that. exchango 
account and interest account on this occasion 
how a profit instead of a loss. Taking theso 
items into account the profits have admitted 
of making a liberal provision for depreciation 
to the extent of £34,317 ; but the Board have 
iudged it expedient to ‘further write down 
the value of the fleet by £10,000 transferred 
from underwriting account. 

There remains a sum of £45,737.17.7 at the 
credit of profit and loss account, which 
admits of a dividend of 8 per cent,’ being tho 
same rate gs Inst year.

Correspondence is going on between the 
Foreign Office and the Chinese Government, 
but no final decision has yet been arrived at? 
The Directors still look for suitable compensa 
































tion being made, and they have used every 
effort in their. power to unge increased ex. 
pedition on the authorities having charge of 


the case. 
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‘The Board have found it necessary to make 
considerable additions to the fleet during the 
past year, so as to bring their vessels up to the 
most modera standard, in which they would 
be second to no other steamers in the trade. 
The time was a favourable, one for making 
fresh contracts, and the object of the 

has been satisfactorily carried out. The 
steamers Amara and Tigris: (the latter now 
called the Hinsang) were acquired by purchase, 
as also the smaller stern-wheel steamer Chang- 
wo, which earries.on the river traffic between 
Hankow and Ichang. ‘The new vessels built 
for the company and added to their list 
previous to the 3ist of December last are the 
Onsang, Suivang, Kingsing, and Kuttco, the 
latter a river boat for the Yangtze. 

In addition to these the Fausaxg and 
Chunsang have been completed since January, 
and despatched to China, ‘The only steamer 
now building is another river boat for the 
Yangtze to’ replace the Owco, When 
this “vessel is completed the Company. will 
have three first-class steamers to maintain 
their communications on that river.

The Intter however got tho 
breeze just after rounding the Point, and 
with a favourable slant romped along to 
the finishing line at a great rate, winning 
an exciting race by a substantial lead after 
all. ‘The speed shown by the Spoondrift 
in this race gives promise that she will 
prove a formidable antagonist for the 
Violet during the coming season. In the 
next race we hope to see one at least of 
the new 24-raters competing.

DEATH OF H.LH. PRINCESS 
CHUN. 





On Friday morning a despatch from 
Peking announced tho serious illness of 
HLH. Princess Ch‘un, Consort of th 
late Prince Ch‘un, parents of the Emperor | 
Kuang-hsii, and that the Dowager Empress, 
Emperor, ‘and Empress had been pay: 
ing several calls upon the Princess in 
consequence. We subsequently learned | 
from the Hupao of the receipt of an edict 
of the 19th instant on Saturday afternoon, 
announcing with deep regret the death of 
the Princess on the morning of the 18th 
instant, at about 8 o'clock. The Emperor 
states in his edict that he has “received 
the Empress-Dowager's special commands to 
acknowledge H.IH. Yé-hé-né-la, Princess 
Ch‘un, to be our own mother and we are 
to go through the mourning ceremonies 
required of a son in the same manner done 
by_us upon the occasion of H.I.H. the late 
Prince Ch‘un our father, in reverent com- 
pliance with the sacred instructions of our 
forefathors who preceded us.” The Emperor 
pays, in another edict, his mother the 
tribute of being, ‘when in life, possessed 
of a love of harmony between the members 
of the Imperial House, and characteristics 
in which are blended’ all the virtues of 

robity and chastity and a serene nature, 
insomuch, that not a single member of the 
Imperial House but reverently looked up 
to her highnoss ns an example of goodness. 
Furthermore her highness’ houschold was 
the model of good family government and 
when the Prince was alive, the Princess 
was his helper in all matters.” Upon 
receipt of the nows of his mother's death 
the Emperor went at onco to hor palace 
to worship the remains, taking a“ T'odo 
prayer coverlet” with him, the gift of the 
Fimpress Dowager to the deceased. Princess, 
A T'o-lo prayer coverlet is a strip of 
Imperial yellow satin having, it is alleged, 























one hundred and eight funeral prayers 
inscribed upon ithe work of Tibetan 
Inmas—the first few prayers being from 





tho Dalai Lama, the Buddhist Pontiff, 
himself. ‘These prayer coverlets are granted 
1s special gifts by the Emperor only to the 
highest personages in the Empire, and are 
used as a shroud, the possession of which 
“<onables the spirit of the deceased to enter 
Hades without being subjected to punish 
ment for past sins.” In fact, Pluto him- 
self, and his nine colleagues, are supposed 
to come out and mect the spirit thus en- 
shrouded and escort it to its abode prepared 
for it in Hades. In the latter part of the 
edict translated above the Emperor ap- 

ints K‘un Kang, the nevly-appointed 

rand Secretary and Comptroller-General 
of the Board of Works ; Huai T‘a-pu, Pre- 
sident of the Board of Rites and a Comp- 
troller-General of the Imperial House- 
hold Department; Wén Lin, Vice-Pre- 
sident of the Board of Punishments and 
a Comptroller-General of the Imperial 
Household Department ; and Ying Nien, 
Vice President of the Board of Works (all 
Manchus) to be the Executive Committee 
in charge of the funeral ceremonies of the 
deceased Princess, while the Board of 
Rites are ordered to send up for approval 
the list of ceremonies necessary for such a 
solemn oceasion.. 

‘We may mention here, incidentally, that 
the deceased Princess seldom, if ever, in- 
terfered in state affairs after the death of 
her husband who, on the other hand, 














although he did not openly accept oltice 
until after the disgrace of his elder brother 
Prince Kung, was always a power behind 
the Throne upon the accession of his infant 
son Kuanghsii.

upon all important matters of state in 
deference to his being the Emperor's father.

AN INTERVIEW WITH MRS. BIND Distor. 
Aiter an absenco from Shanghal of 
bout five months, during which she has 
accomplished a remarkable journey in the 
less known regions of Szechuan, Ms. 
Bird Bishop has returned. Anyone more 
different from the conceptions of a person 
likely to willingly go through the hard- 
ships, exertion, and oven’ dangers of 
travel from a foreign-hating populace than 
Mrs. Bishop it would he dificult to 
imagine. Seemingly she is a retiring 


} soft-voiced woman whose silver hair is 


a Gizeor* to respect amongst all but 
a Chinese mob, and who has reached 
a period of life when physical com- 
forts aight be fairly ekpsoted, ‘Bub 
when she begins to talk, selecting her 
words with the nicest discrimination, 
she at once exercises a sort of spell 
over the listener, making him feel 
the power of her intellect, and the 
acuteness of her observatory powers. It is. 
then recognised that Mrs. Bishop is a 
wonderful woman, possessing an un 
suspected force with which to overcome 
the most forbidding obstacles. No excuse 
therefore is needed for recording an hour's 
conversation on Tuesday, in which Mrs, 
Bishop related _to a representative of the 
North-China Herald some of her recent 
experiences. They cannot be better given 
than in her our words, 

“Tleft Shanghai,” said Mrs, Bishop, ‘on 
the 10th of January last for « journey in 
Szechuan. travelled to Iehang by steamer 
and then by houseboat to Wanhsien, a 
distance of about 300 miles and occupying 
three weeks. T only landed a few times for 
the purpose of taking a photograph or visit~ 
ing atemple. ‘Then I took an open chair— 
which is not ‘seen in Szechuan, and was 
therefore the cause of some trouble—aud 
started on a journey of 1,200 miles. ‘The 
end of the first stage was Paoningfu, about 
300 miles from Wanhsien, ‘Tho first thing 
that impressed me exceedingly was 

THE PEAUTY OF THE couNTRY. 

The forests and glorious vegetation, tho 
magnificont fertile valloys, and the size and 
handsome appearance of the farm-houst 
all struck me greatly. I could hardly 
believed such things existed in China, 
‘Then again the abundance of the coal, 
which erops out of the road, is marvellou 
the people have only to dig it out and use 
it for fuel.” On that route I met with 
a great deal of hostility. ‘The people 
wero most unfriendly, asd proceolod to 
violence, but the officials always endea- 
voured to do their best to protect me. 
Before coming to Paoningfu the country 
becomes less Alpine and less rich and 
populous. From Paoningfu I went hy 
Sintientsi, a less interesting hilly 
country to Mienchau, everywhere impressed. 
with the richness of the country in coal 
and salt. I travelled in that region for 
some time, visiting various objects of in- 
terest and eventually reached Kuanhsien. 
On the way thither I experienced very bad 
treatment, being attacked and stoned and hit 
in the head by a large stone, the effects of 
which I feel even now. Kuanhsien is in the 
north-west corner of the plain of Chéngtu, 
which I found a most marvellous instance 
of fertility and wealth of population—I 
have seen nothing like it anywhere. Thave 
travelled for eleven days over the plain and 
there is not a place where you do not hear 
the sound of rushing water, so completely 
is it irrigated. Kuanhsien ‘is the centre of 

eat deal of trade with Northern Tibet, 
chiefly in drugs. It is also very interesting 
as being the place where—nobody knows 
how many hundreds or thousands of years 
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ayo—a man who has to his memory 
the grandest temple in China, divided 
the waters of the Min and sent them to 
fertilise the plain of Chéngtu, 
such a wonderful system of irrigation works 
that there can be

Kuanhsien is situated just at the base of 
the hills where the mountainous region 
begins. ‘Thence I went up the Min river, 
which the Chinese consider the actual 
Yangtze, as far as Weichau, and turning off 
the “Lifinting river went to Lifanting, 
where the authorities did everything they 
could to prevent me going further—every- 
thing short of actual violence. But I went 
one day's journey further in China proper 
to the furthest Chinese frontier post, Tsah- 
Kuhlao, where Chinese officialdom’ ends. 
From that time for some weeks I w

the country of the Mantze. They are quasi- 








independent tribes, who pay tribute to 
China through their rulers. ‘They are 
actually ruled by a chief, Tum, who is 
appointed by the Emperor for life, and 
who is generally succeeded by his sun. In 
tho ease of the Soma territory, where I 
was, the Tusn rules a territory containing 
about 20,000 people, but I could get no 
reliable figures as to the number of the 











whole race. These tribes are perfect C: 
casians in their appearance, both men and 
women being very handsome. They live 
in stone houses, two, three, four and 
even five stories high, many of them 





resembling feudal castles. One m 
ed feature ix that in nearly every vi 
lage there are one or more lofty square 
towers, from 50 to 90 feet high, built of 
stone, the use of which the present inhabi- 
tants have no record of. ‘Their social customs 
are altogether different from those of the 
Chinese. They are extremely rigid Bud- 
dhists, and the signs of religion are every- 
where. They have many interesting pecu- 
Tiarities, One son in every family becomes a 
lane; they either burn their dead, connnit 
thei to the river, or expose them on the 
mountains, at the decision of the lamas. 
‘Their marriages are, as int England, love 
matches, not made by the parents. ’ They 
ntixe barely enough of grain and other 
foul for their own ‘consuniption. I found 
them kind, friendly, and hospitable, and at 
nights slept on the roofs of their houses, 
‘The men do not wear the yene, whilst the 
women fasten strings of coral beads in 
their hair which thoy wear in coils round 
the head.

and at that season of the year, though 
there is not eternal snow, the innumerable 
suowpeuks give it added beauty. ‘The 
forests of magnificent timber are very ex- 
tensive. ‘The flowers and forns have the 
rolundaney of the tropics. T went up to 
the source of the Lifanting river, a branch 
of the Min on the Tsukushan mountain, 
crossed the pass which appears to” be 
‘about 13,700 feet high, and descended upon 
the Rongkai river, an’ affluent of the Great 
Gold River. ‘The castle of the Zsvsut of the 
Soma tribe is on a spur rock extending 
nearly across the valley, and being a stone 
‘structure of several stories in height and in 
excellent repair, has a singularly grand 
aspect. There was just then trouble be- 
twoon two of the tribes, and the bridges 
over the Rongkai were broken down, so 1 
was unable to carry out my intention of 
going down to Tachienlu, a fourteen days’ 
Journey, and I came back chiefly by the 
tame route, Gold and enormous quan- 
tities of nitrate of soda are found along 
this route. The rivers I may say are 
emerald green torrents of considerable 
width ; a succession of rapids and cataracts 
the whole distance. The numerous Man- 
tue es on this side of Lifanting have 
been inhabited by Chinese since the Tai- 
ping rebellion. In continuing my return 
Journey I rectossed the plain of Chéngtu ; 
































stu came down the Min to 
Kiatingfu on to Sinfu and Luchou, and 
through a very beautiful and fertile country 
to Chung! 
INTENSE HATRED OF FOREIGNERS. 

This is Mrs. Bishop's record in her own 
words of her tour, but in the course of a 
brief catechetical’ examination which she 
suggested, some additional facts were 
gleaned. ‘The spirit of hostility to for 
ners she describes as something astonish- 
ing in its intensity and extent. Every- 
where such phrases as ‘foreign devil,” 
“foreign dog,” ‘‘child-eater,” and worse 
were heard. "There is no doubt in Mrs. 
Bishop’s mind that the people do really 
believe foreigners eat children or tear out 
their eyes, and in Chéngtu and elsewhere 
she saw children wearing a red cross on a 
green ground as a charm against foreigners 
carrying them off. Mrs. Bishop learned 
that the unfriendliness had increased in 
the few weeks previous to her visit, and 
it seems that the large sum demanded by 
the French missionaries as compensation 
for their losses in the riots has deepened the 
fecling of resentment, whilst it has to be 
remembered that not one of the ring- 
leaders in those riots has been punish 
Not a trace of the buildings destroyed in 
the riots is now to be seen; every brick 
has been ‘carried away. For fear it should 
be imagined that the missionaries have 
provoked the hostility of the people, Mrs. 
Bishop laid particular emphasis upon the 
fact that her experience of the China 
Inland Mission was that great care was 
taken to avoid wounding’ prejudices or 
violating custom in any way. Never had 
she seen such care taken—a care that 
rpm & constraint upon the missionaries. 

their houses are built in the native style. 
‘rnatter of greatimportance in Mrs. Bisho) 
opinion. So far as the action of the 
ollicials went she believed they desired to 
protect foreigners, but nevertheless the 
unfriendliness amongst the people was 
nearly universal. 

Mrs. Bishop, besides keeping full notes 
of her experience, has taken” some 200 
photographs. Photraphers may be interest 
ed in knowing that she uses a half-plate 
tripod camera of orthodox form, and 
films instead of plates. The edges of 
some negatives have been aflected 
by heat, but from the sixty so far developed 
xery successful results may be anticipated. 
‘That Mrs. Bishop has sutfered considerably 
from her treatment by the Chinese mob is 
evident, and her decision to seek rest in 
Japan is certainly wise. She is not in- 
clined to talk much about herself, but the 
dreadful howls of an infuriated Chinese mob 
—vhich once heard will never be forgotten 
have had their effect, and though Mrs. 
Bishop contemplates writing a paper for the 
Royal. Geographical Society, and another 
visit to Corea, she will not attempt this 
until restored to strength ; which restoration 
every one must hope will be speedy.

We left Hsining on April the 8th, and 
oh! it was such a treat to get away from all 
the excitement, strain, and bloodshed which 
had fallen to our lot of late. We were never 
sure what a day would bring forth.. ‘There 
was always a strain upon us. It was such 
a relief to be away and to hear so little of 
it. Nine months of it at a stretch is quite 
sufficient to last a lifetime. Affairs were 
no nearer being settled when we left. 
General Tung Fu-hsiang has now gone over 
from Hochou, so we may expect matters 
to come to a head. Our journey to 
Lanchou was very trying for Mrs Ridley 
and baby, but it was 60 necessary we should 
have a change. 

Now about the money sent for relief. 
We have used some of ‘it for calico and 
medicines, the rest we are holding over for 
atime. As things are looking at the 
Present time, it scems as if many poor 





People will starve to death, for they cannot 
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get back to their farms to sow their seed ; | 
and all the granaries are empty. 

‘The rebellion will cost the Emperor some 
millions of tacls, whereas if he had had a | 
good un at the’ head of the province all 
this bloodshed and expense might have 
Deen averted. We had to wait for soldiers | 
coming from Shanhaikuan to help usin | 
Hysining and large numbers of them fled | 
before the rebels. 

We have attended to somewhere near 
2,000 wounded since the beginning. It has 
been a great merey that we could buy such 
good medicine in the native shops, or what 
could we have done at such a time, being 
shut off from the outer world for five and 
achalf months, four months of. the time 
besieged? What we felt the lack of was 
instruments to extract bullets, but with the 
aid of a razor to cut the thick skin and a 
sharp penknife to eut the flesh, wen 
to extract urge number without making a 
big hole. ‘The Chinese make fearfnl gashes 
when they extract bullets; they are like 
butchers. Should any of my readers long 
to help us m our medical work, they could 
not do better than send us a surgical pocket 
case, which would be invaluable.*

TEA IN HANKOW. 
: 

Although it is only to the few that the 
mysteries attaching to Shantuns, Hohows, 
Kemuns, ete., are revealed, a short review 
of tho present” tea-season in Hankow may 
not be altogether uninteresting. It will at 
least show that in spite of loss after loss 
the faith which has so long possessed the 
soul of the tea-shipper is very hard to kill. 

‘To make matters plain it must be clearly 
understood that the day of the princely 
merchant is over. Instead of merchants 
taking their risk and standing or falling by 
it, the teactrade now is mainly composed of 
men who buy on orders for a commission. 
‘0 matter what part of the globe you may 
t during the winter months, ‘so-called 
merchants nay be found touting for orders. 
Tn Moscow and Odessa they abound, round 
the territory of the Hudson's Bay Co. they 
may be seen worrying the potty retailers 
of the place into siving orders, even if only 
for five or ton hulf-chests, at the Cape, 
on the Continent, in the Colonies, in fact 
overywhere it is the same, and Mrs. A, who 
in Shanghai holds hor head so high, would 
feel her dignity somewhat compromised 
could she sov her husband korctowing to a 
frowsy little Gorman Jew. It will con 
quently be easily understood that the bulk 
of the tea shipped is not the property of 
the shipper, whose chief care is to get 
as large orders as possible, and so earn 
more commission. "To such a degraded 
point has the once glorious tea trade fallen. 

‘Having shown how and why large ship- 
ments are the rule, let us now see what are 
the probabilities that shipments will prove 
romunerativo or the reverse. 

Tt was proved beyond all doubt that too 
much tox was shipped to London last sea- 
son, in fact largo quantities which wore 
sent from Hankow still remain unsold and 
unsaleable at less than half the price offered 
for them on arrival. For purposes of home 
consumption demand for China tea has 

ractically ceased, teas from India and 

feylon having supplanted it, and the prin- 
cipal outlet is to the continent of Europe. 
Oceasionally 2 good shipping demand sets 
in which enables a holder to clear a portion 
of his stock at remunerative prices; too 
often a large proportion of it is left to the 
tender mercies of the London dealer and 
his tender mercies aro cruel. 

‘This year the season in Hankow opened 
late owing to the heavy rains which pre- 






























vailed during the time of picking the 


leaves and it was soon apparent that the 
crop had suffered considerably. It was 
generally supposed that in consequence 
of this the supply would be curtailed, and 
the Chinese were not slow in working this 
for all it was worth. It is now ques- 
tionable whether the yield of first crop 
tea will not exceed that of last season 
while it is quite certain that buyers for 
Russia will take very much less. Shortly 
after the market was opened, news arrived 
that the crops in India "had sutfered 
severely from drought, and this, coupled 
with the belief that supplies from this side 
would be small, and the fact that teamen 
were willing to accept prices considerably 
lower than we had been accustomed to, 
helped to encourage buyers; still results 
last season were so disastrous that prices 
kept falling until they are now lower than 
we have ever seen them. So far this is a 
good feature but it yet remains to be seen 
whether they are low enough to compete 
with teas from Ceylon and India. 

London is over-supplied with China tea 
and already shipments this season have 
assumed formidable proportions, It is 
possible that Russian buyers may to a 
certain extent make ‘up their deficiencies 
from China by purchasing on the Lun- 
don market ; failing this, it is ditticult to 
see how the large purchases for London, 
which according to the latest reports from. 
Hankow are twenty-eight per cent more 
‘than last season, can be disposed of except 
at a heavy loss to importers. e 
































THE NEW TARIFF AND THE 
STEAMSHIP LINES.

Shanghai and Hongkew Wharves. 

Dear Sir,—We have received coples of 
the new ‘Tariff of landing and Storage 
charges which you propose bringing into 
use on the Ist of July next, and as it 
appeats to us that, in some cases the pro- 
posed increase charges is hig! 
circumstances warrant we would 
you to be yood enough to re-consider the 
following points. 

In the first place the rates of Wharfago 
for large steamers with foreign cargoes 
appear to be raised out of all proportion 
to other charges. 

No increase is made in the charge for 
Coasting steamers or vessels under 300 
feet, but whereas under the old tariff a 
vessel of 340 feet paid a single sum of 
‘Tis. 80 for Wharfaye, such a steamer would 
now have to pay ‘Tis. 170 with a further 
fee of Tls. 50 p.d. for every day after the 
fifth. 

Again the modern cargo steamers now 
chieily used in the London trade as a rule 
measure 400 to 420 feet. Under the old 
tariff these would be charged from Tls. 130 
to Ts. 155 but we are now asked to pay 
‘Tis. 200 to Tis. 210 with a probability of 
an additional charge being made for work- 
ing over the 5 days. 

‘Although we are now called upon to pay 
a very considerable advance in Wharfage 
dues we are willing to agree toyourincreased 
tariff provided the one charge is made and 
no more. We are firnily of opinion that 
the clause with reference to an extra 
charge being made for vessels working 
over 5 days is excessive and out of.con- 
sideration for your constituents should not 
be insisted upon. 

In the first place it is clearly to the 
interest of shipowners ‘that ‘under any 
circumstances their vessaif :should be dis- 
charged as promptly as possible, and this is 
more than ever the case when we remember 
that in most instances Shanghai is no longer 

















the terminal port, as most of the cargo 
steamers now continue their voyages on to 
Japan. 

Nothing is said in the tariff as to how 
the tive days are to be counted. Even if . 
due allowance is made for holidays it would 
seem unreasonable to adhere to an abitrary 
rule of tive days when work may be delayed 
through no fault of the vessels, such as for 
instance had weather, scarcity of coolies or 
the inability of the Wharf Company to 
remove cargo as fast as it is discharged, 
or to load the required quantity of bunker 
coals by the time a vessel has landed her 
cargo. 

It is easy to understand that endless 
disputes would arise as to to the exact 
allowance which should be made for theso 
delays. 

In consequence of the clause which tho 
Wharf Company inserts on their receipts 
for cargo received from vessels which have 
been discharged at night, and the extra cost 
incurred, it is always advisable to avoid 
sht work when possible, but if the five 

mit is insisted upon’additional night 
work will be forced upon the steamers. 

Tt is not uncommon nowadays for a 
steamer to bring 2,000 or even 4,000 tons 
of cargo, a very considerable proportion. of 
which may bé serap iron, coke, and the 
like which under the existing conditions 
cannot be discharged within 5 days. In the 
face of this we do not understand the 
system which practically results in taxing 
a steamer because she brings a largo 
amount of business to the Wharf Company. 

Another clause which we consider should 
be amended is that ‘one half of the above 
we and shear tariff will be charged on 
weights delivered direct ex vessels in 
boats.” 

We are of course prepared to pay if wo 
use the shears and cranes for lifting heavy 
weights, but it can easily be understood 
that cases may arise where consignees may 
prefer to take delivery of machinery and 
other heavy weights direct from the 
steamer. Tn such cases we consider that a 
charge of half shear tariff is excessive and 
that’ all cargo discharged overside into 
boats while at the Wharf should be charged 
under the terms of clause 5. ‘The charge 
for heavy wi h includes the use 











































of eranes (if required) might also be modified 
in cases where the Wharf crane is not 
availed of for discharging. 

We believe that your special attontion 
has recently been directed towards tho 
very great increase which has taken place 
in the past few years in the amount’ of 
cargo landed at the Wharf ex boats, and 
that as it was in the interests of every one 
concerned to have the boats dischanged aus 
promptly as possible it was advisable port- 
able cranes should be provided for this 
purpose. 

‘Aswe already pay an increase of over 50 
per cent on the tariff rates for cargo lnnded 
from the boats, can we understand that this 
includes the use of the cranes as far as 
ordinary cargo is concerned ? 

‘There are one or two other points on 
which we should he glad to receive further 
information. 

We notice that a charge of 1/20 of 1 per 
cent on bullion or specie appears for the 
first time in your tariff. If it is proposed 
to make such a charge on treasure delivered. 
direct from the steamers we are of opinion 
that this should be omitted, as it has never 
been the custom to pay on cargo of this 
nature. 

With reference to clause 8 we do not 
clearly understand whether an extra charge 
of L mace per ton will be levied on all conl 
worked after dark or if not under what 
conditions will the change be made. 

Another point in connection with your 
charges to which we would like to draw your 
attention is that when steamers with large 
cargoes are detained at Woosung it some- 
times happens that the Inst boats are not dis- 
charged until the 10 days’ free storage have 


nearly expired and consignees are thus 
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unable to finish taking delivery within the 
allotied time and are consequently charged 
a month’s storage. Formerly a certain 
amount of latitude was given in such cases 
by your Company, but recently the 10 
days’ Iimit which is’ counted from the time 
the first boat commences to discharge has 
been rigidly enforced, which has in many 
cases undoubtedly proved a valid source of 
grievanoe to consignees. 

We are glad to find that by the erection 
of transit sheds and increasing the storage 
godown accommodation (at present so 
inadequate) the Wharf Company are show. 
ing that they recognise fresh efforts must 
he made to deal with the growing require- 
ments of the trade of this port. There is 
no doubt ample justification for this ine 
creased expenditure, we would ask you not 
to make it the ground for adding’ to the 
burdens of the shipping Community. 

Our interests in the trade of Shanghai 
are identical with yours, and we trust that 
in view of the friendly relations which have 
always existed between us, you will give a 
favourable consideration to ‘the questions 
which have now been referred to you.

LaimeN,—Your representation of the 
Asth instant ‘regarding the new tariff of 
changes applicable on July Ist has had. the 
careful consideration of the Board and ne 
are requested to convey to you their 
ssurance of every desire to inect con. 
stituents so far as is compatible with their 
duties towands shareholders. 

As regards charge for occupation of wharf 
beyond’ 8 days there was never any 
intention to ‘count Sundays or Custom 
Houve holidays, and in view of the possible 
‘momaly arising from the proposed fixed 
charge of Tis. 50 per diem on vessels irres- 
pective of ‘size, it has been decided to 
cancel the figures Tls. 60 and insert instead 
‘20 per cent of the charge for 5 days "—— 
thus the charge beyond 5 days will he pro- 
portioned to that incurred for 5 day's and 
it is needless to say that, if by the Com- 
pany’s inability to supply labour (which 
the Board do not anticipate) any vessel is 
delayed, the waiving of this exere charge 
will be favourably considered by the 
Directors. 

In respect to night work the Directors 
are unuble to alter their decision—it is an 
inconvenience which the Board desire as 
a rule, to avoid, and in their opinion the 
daylight of 5 days suffices amply for dis- 
charge if consistently continued under 
ordinary circumstances, 

With respect to the time of commence- 
ment of the 10 days' period of free’ storage 
amd its application to cargo partly dis. 
charged at Woosung ‘and partly at the 
wharves the Board feel unable to alter 
their Rule as it would involve great com. 
plication to all concerned without compen. 

ing advantages, nor can they concur int 
‘our contention ‘that carriage of 
dificult to handle (scrap iron, ete.) isa 
reason for extension of privileges. To 
the board it seems that the nature of 
the cargo and its attendant difticulties, is 
@ matter which rests with the shipowners 
and shippers and is probably not lost sight 
of in fixing rates of freight. 

As to use or rather non-use of shears 
for heavy cargo and machinery the board 
Bropose to mest your Views ap far as to 
‘exempt from change heavy cargo di 
direct into boats, ie. Dot landed awe 
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over the wharves, and similarly as rogards 
the proposed change on treasure. 

With regard to the use of cranes for 
ordinary cargo there will be no additional 
charge. 

In reply to your enquiry as to clause 8 
the extra chaige will be levied on all coal 
worked after dark unless under exceptional 
circumstances the work is carried on at the 
Company's request. 

With these modifications and explana- 
tions and bearing in mind that the new 
tariff is below those at other ports, the 
Board consider that they have done all 
they can reasonably be expected to do to 
meet your wishes, and doubt not you will 
take 4 similar view.

Drar Sms,—We have to acknowledge 
the receipt of your letter of 2ist May, 
replying to ours of the 14th idem, on the 
subject” of your “New Twrift meats 
thanking you for the small’ concessions 
you have made we regret to note that you 
cannot see your way to making more satis- 
factory arrangements with regard to the 
two principal points we raised, viz., the 
charge for wharfage, and the time allow. 
nee for taking away cargo before storage 
is charged. 

We ‘quite recognise the justice of a 
steamer being charged with “wharfage in 
Proportion to its eapacity or length, and 
with the class of steamers now coming here 
this involves a considerable addition. to 
the former charge, but we submit. that 
your scale does not settle this question on 
is fair basis; under it a vessel 300 feet long 
pays Ts. 60 for wharfage, while one 30 














feet long pays Tis. 150.50 for wharfage. 
A scale whereby’ ocean-going steamers 
should pay eight candareens per foot per 





day, with a minimum for one steamer of 
‘Tis. 80, would in our opinion work fairly 
and give the wharf a substantial increase 
on former rates. 

‘The question of the time allowance for 
clearing cargo from the wharf is one that 
affects consignees more than the owners of 
steamers, but we feel bound to do what we 
can to preserve for them the same reason. 
able privileges and rights that they have 
enjoyed ever since it has become the cus. 
tom ‘to discharge into wharves. Under 
the proposed new system it is clear that 
grave injustice may be inflicted upon some 
consignees. In the event of a steamer 
being detained outside the Bar for five or 
six days after she has discharged a 
boatload of cargo (a by no means improb- 
able event), while some consignees might 
have the ‘full 10 days for clearing 
eir cargo, others whose cargo is not 
Dut out of the steamer until the last day 
of her discharge alongside, might have 
absolutely no time to clear at all, and be 
compelled to pay a month's storage. Tt 
may be answered that this is a case that 
would very seldom occur, and this is no 
doubt true, but that in our opinion is all 
the more’ reason why the  consignees 
should not have to suffer serious loss in 
such an event, to them it means being 
mulet in a full month's storage on cargo 
that perhaps is cleared by the Chinese buyer 
the next day, while to the wharf it means 
only the granting of 2 or 3 days’ extra 
storage, which costs nothing, on a sunall 
portion of a vessel’s cargo.” While it is 
easy for consignees to note the arrival of 
the steamer at the wharf and calculate 
from that date, it is practically impossible 
for them to keep the run of boats arriving 
from a steamer lying at Woosung, and we 
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are confident the new rule will lead to 
endless disputes with consignees and will 
lay the wharf managers open to the change 
that they are trying to force the merchants 
to store at the wharf instead of utilising 
their own godowns as at present, 

We trust that upon further consideration 
you will find yourselves able to adopt the 
Suggestions we put forward which are 
that :-— 

Wharfage should be charged at the rate 
of eight candareens per foot per day, and 
that ten days should be allowed consignees 
for clearing their cargo, commencing from 
the date of steamer coming alongside the 
wharf. 

In connexion with the question of raising 
the tariff we would draw your attention to 
the speech made by Mr. McLeod at the 
meeting of the Pootung Wharf & Godown 
Co. on the 27th June, 1891: he spoke in 
his capacity as Director of the Associated 
Wharves and stated that he, in common. 
with most of the other Directors, would 
strongly oppose any increase in the wharf 
tariff and he reassured those who had 
expressed misgivings as to the result of 
allowing the Pootung Wharf to be bought 

Pp by the Shanghai and Hongkew Whart 

. The result of that meeting was that 
the Pootung Wharf was acquired by the 
Shanghai and Hongkew Wharf Co. and 
the result of that acquisition is now being 
seen in the present increase of more than 
50 per cont in the tariff of wharfage not- 
withstanding Mr. McLeod’s statement that 
he and the other Directors would very 
strongly sppose such increase.

In reference to the specific points raised 
in connection with the late war I am only 
able to say that British trade appeared to 
be in no way affeeted by it, and as to the 
consequences the publication of the new 
Commercial Treaty must be awaited bofore 
‘in opinion ean bo expressod.

Regulations for navigation and trade 
upon the river’ Yangtze.—It_ is submitted 
that precautions necessary 30 years ago 
are no longer called for, and relief is sought 
in regard to certain rules by amendment 
or modification. 

Art, IE (revised regulations) provides 
that sea-going vessels proceeding further 
than Chinkiang must be provided witn a 
certificnte described as the Chinkiang Pass 
without which such vessels are liable to 
confiscation. ‘This pass, it is contended, 
is no longer a necessity and shipping inter- 
ests should be delivered from the serious 
delays andinconveniercesarising therefrom. 
Representations have from time to time 
‘veen made to H.M. Consul on the subject 
of annulling the provisions of this article, 
and during last year following on the 
incident of a Russian steamer from Hankow 
proceeding to sea without her papers in 
consequence of some arbitrary proceedings 
on the part of the Custom House at this 
port, Sir Nicholas O’Conor was in communi- 
cation with the Inspector-General with a 
view to the rule being modified. Sir 
Robert Hart proposed that a supplementai 
rogulation be incorporated in| Art. 10, 
whereby lange seagoing, steamers proceed- 
ing to Hankow to load teas might as an 
alternative to taking up and delivering the 
Chinkiang Pass at that port receive and 
deliver it at Woosung, and this practice is 
being observed. It’ must be manifest 
however, that dealing with the subject in 
this manner does not satisfactorily solve 
the difficulty seeing that only a very 
trifling percentage of the vessels proceed- 
ing above Chinkiang derive any benefit, 
and those chiefly of the Russian flag. No 
redress was proposed in connection with the 
large amountof tonnage, principally British, 
Tonding at Wuhn to which detention is 
immensely more serious than to vessels 
loading teas at Hankow, to accomplish 
which there is usually plenty of time. 

Itis submitted that the rule in question, 
which is obsolete and of no practical use, 
should be annulled, and that vessels pro- 
ceeding up the Yangtze should be permitted 
simply to enter and clear at their port of 
destination. . 

‘Art, V. Clause 2 provides that where 
import cargo is transhipped on board a 
river steamer at Shanghai it must first be 
cleared of all duties. “It cannot seriously 
be contended that there remains any 
necessity for keeping this rule in force. 
‘The port of destination is naturally the 
place where duties should be paid, and 
it is also a disadvantage that valuable 











cargo should necessarily be subject to 
examination en route when the consignee 
cannot be present. That Agents of steam- 
ers should be called upon in Shanghai to 
advance the duties on the cargo carried is 
a distinct hardship and it is submitted that 
every facility should be given to render the 





conveyance of merchandise simple and | 


easy. With every prospect of a considerable 
increase in the importation of British 
manufactured goods into the valley of the 
Yangtze, it is important that this matter 
should receive earnest consideration. 

Inland. Navigation.—Free right to tra- 
verse inland waters with steam power for 
the purpose of trade will at no distant date 
be of great advantage and it is suggested 
that the restrictions in this connection 
should be modified or annulled. 

Purchase of land by foreigners.—British 
subjects mect with almost insurmountable 
difficulties in their endeavour to acquire 
Ind. In cases where owners have been 

uite willing to sell the officials have inter- 
ered threatening punishment and im- 
prisonment, Near the Wuchoushan bun- 
galow, some seven miles from Chinkiang, a 
stone tablet was erected some years ag 
and it is still standing, proclaiming at the 
instance of the Chinkiang magistrate that 
the people must not sell land to foreigners.

‘Transit pass system has flourished more 
successfully in Chinkiang than in any other 
port in China, Inaugurated nearly # 
years ago the trade has steadily prog 
till in 1895 the Customs returns show that 
almost one-third of the entire collection 
under this heading was made at Chinkiang. 
‘That the port will continue to be a very 
large distributing centre is undoubted. 
Daring the first nine or ten years, between 
1868 and 1878, the transit certificate appears 
to have been very generally respected, but 
subsequently, illegal demands at various 
barriers in this and adjacent provinces 
commenced to be made, and these, in order 
to avoid detention, have usually been paid. 
In flagrant cases, however, on the repre- 
sentation of H.M. Consul, ‘the Taotai has 
intervened and procured the releaseof goods 
detained, but it is apparent that the power 
of this official is necessarily limited, and 
appeals to the Viceroy are fruitless. ' It is 
contended that the squeezes are paid to 
ensure a speedy examination and passage 
of the boats, and herein appears to lie the 
chief difficulty, as obstruction and delay in 
this connection would be serious. On the 
hole it isnot apparent that the exactions 
have any marked effect on trade but this 
surmise might be an erroneous one. In 
dealing with this subject the importance 
i Hung.

talorem, of the import duties levied on 
foreign goods in China must be kept in view.

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THE SS. MARIA RICKMERS. 


Messrs. Rickmers, of Bremen, started last 
year a regular monthly line of steamers 
from Middlesboro’, Antwerp and Hamburg 
for the Straits, China and Japan. ‘The 
steamers of this line call at Penang, Sing; 
pore, Hongkong, Shanghai, and one or two 

rts in Japan, coming home the same way. 
‘The Maria Rickmers (Capt. Berg), which 
arrived here on Friday last, is quite a new 
vessel, and exactly represents the type of 
the steamers intended for the line. 

She is a finely modelled steamer of about 
5,000 tons register, and when she left 
Hamburg had about 9,300 tons general 
cargo on board. She is 427 feet long, 50) 
feet 6 inches wide, and 30 feet 6 inches 
moulded depth. She has a large poop aft, 
and a most capacious bridge house amid- 
ships of 100 fect long. ‘The poop as well 
as the bridge-house fare to. be tned for 
cargo and steerage passengers, or pilgrims, 
being well Ventilated with good ‘number of 
ports in the sides. ‘These cargo spaces can 
also be used most advantageously for some 
kinds of freight which have to be separated 
from the other portion of the cargo, and 
may therefore be used with advantage for 
camphor and similer produce. 

‘The ofticers', engineers’ and spare state- 
rooms for about 12 passengers, and the 
saloon, are in a steel house built on top 
of the bridge-deck. All the officers are 
most comfortably lodged. ‘There is a mess- 
room for engineers, and another one for 
the officers of the ship. The mess-rooms 
are very nicely fitted up, all in polished 
mahogany and maple, and both are in 
connection with .a large pantry. ‘There 
are separate bathrooms for officers and 
engineers, besides a third one for the 
captain ; in fact, the utmost care has been 
taken to make’ the officers on board as 
comfortable as possible. The saloon and 
captain's private room are most elegantly 
fitted up, equal to any first-class passenger 
steamer. 

Special attention has been paid to the 
loading and discharging arrangements, nine 

swerful steam winches and nine steel 
Rerricks being fitted on deck to lift heavy 
loads. The steam steering gear is in the 
engine-room, and is controlled by a wheel 
from the steering house on the bridge 
forward. A powerful screw gear is placed 
at the after end of the poop. Water ballast 
is carried in a cellular double bottom from 
stem to stern. 

The vessel is fore and aft schooner 











rigged with pole masts. On the bridge 
deck are four large boats, the two life-boats 


being of seamless steel, this being the case 
with all the other new steamers recently 
built for Messrs. Rickmers.

ment. Learned fouls, indeed, accustomed!

quite the correct thing! So much is this 
the case that all reform seems well-nigh 
hopeless and seldom are the evils of this 
habit exposed. Men fold their hands and 
contented, sce China's daughters suffer

ion will find that disregard of wor 
is not the only reason for the continuance 
of this practice : there are several others. 
And firstly, the education of most women 
is very limited ; the majority regard the 
practice with feclings of veneration due to 
its long presence in the country and the 
extent of its observance, so that were man 
earnestly desirous of its removal, it is doubt- 
ful if woman would agree. And again, when 
a man makes enquiries relative to marriage, 
he does not ask after the girl's moral and 
feminine qualities but after the size of her 
foot : if this is of natural size—though her 
virtue and her beauty he great+-he will 
regard it as a serious obstacle. Parents thus 
are compelled to bind their daughters’ fect 
as the girls’ wedded future must be taken 
into consideration by them. Then thirdly, 
in the matter of dress and ornaments, 
women naturally emulate cach other and 
this spirit must be reckoned with in dealing 
with the small foot question. A girl in the 
same village with her foot not as small as 
those of her companions provokes. their 
ridicule and laughter, perhaps the disgust of 
her husband ; at such times she thinks she 
would have preferred the pain of binding in 
her youth and feels bitter towards her 
parents. With such difticulties in the wa 
our leading families hesitate to change 
practice and yield to old custom ; thou; 
noble men have not been wantir y 
have not ventured seriously to question 
this habit. 
Is foot-binding then an immoveable cu 
tom? I say no. Looking back over the tho 
sand years of its existence, it may he said its 
results have not been very harmful (as the 
country was in a prosperous stato); but, 
looked at from the standpoint of the present, 
this habit has entailed great calamity and 
cannot now he disregarded. How is this? 
The Empire at the present time is both 
poor and weak ; all parties must arouse 
themselves and seek to raise her up. 
Woman too must lend her aid. If woman 
is still forced to suffer, and grieve, and be 
treated, her womanly instincts are 
harmed ; if she cannot move without pain 
she cannot take her right place in the 
home, and man's difficulties in caring for 
his family are increased ; woman is ro- 
garded as a trouble and burden. Family 
intercourse suffers hurt. 
The various manufacturing ostablish- 
ments naturally give employment to man, 
but there is room here for woman also, 
Europeans take their families abroad wher- 
ever they go, but small-footed women are 
only fitted for the house and such work 
as embroidery and sewing; as to attend- 
ing to outside matters like their Western 
sisters thoy must decline with thanks. 
Businoss rity is seriously hindered. 
The hound foot causes daily weariness 
and pain, the health is impaired and general 
uselessness is the result. No household 
work can be undertaken, light burdens 
even cannot be carried readily, and, com- 
pared with the freedom of action of the 
European woman, there is a whole heaven 
of difference ; children horn eannot hope to 
grow up strong and healthy. ‘The deterio-

Further, at the present time of free inter- 
national intercouse, we—formerly first:

The advantages of a change being as thus 
shown a rapid change nevertheless cannot 


be easily effected, careful thought is re- 
quired to secure the desired end—a return 
to the normal state of things. 

We now respectfully make the following 
five suggestions. ‘The first deals with the 
root of the custom ; the second and thind 
deal with the evil in its external form ; the 
fourth and fifth relate to subsidiary mea- 
sures. Firstly then, female education must 
heextended. All evils arise from ignorance. 
It is now proposed that all givls be sent to 
school and encouraged to study. Attention 
should be paid to useful knowledge and not 
to ornamental learning. Everyone should 
know that small bound feet are injurious 
to health and mark the courtesan ; that 
they are to be ashamed of and avoided. 
Thus taught, the evil will naturally die out. 
This method may appear slow in operation 
but it is sure and the advantages resulting 
will be great ; it is indeed the first matter 
to be taken in hand. ‘The second sugges: 
tion is that the Emperor issue an edict 
forbidding the continuance of this practice. 
If it is feared that trouble may arise 
through the examination necessary to make 
such “an order effective, let “examina. 
tion only take place among the familios of 
officials from the third grade and above. A 
list should he kept of all daughters born in 
these families and cach year high-born 
ladies should be directed to make enquiry. 
Tf small-footed girls are found in these 
families the parents should be punished. 
‘The poor will follow the initiative of the 
rich and the practice fall into disfavour, 
‘The third suggestion is that a Society for 
the abjuring of foot-binding be formed 

mg the Teading families in each place 
id that all who enter the Society should 
ree to refrain from the practice among 
their own families, Mutual watch will 
be found easy and offenders should be 
expelled from the Society and otherwise 
punished. Marriages can tnke place be- 
tween families that ‘aro members of the 
Society and no ditticulty on this account, 
noed be feared. 

And now as to the two subsidiary 
measures. First, women are largely em- 
ployed at the various manufacturing yards 
ut the Ports ; let the managers be requested 
to make a ‘regulation ‘no small-footed 
women employed.” The poorer classes find- 
ing that small-footed girls and women 
experience diffcuty in obtaining a livali- 
hood, will of themselves give up the practice. 
Ssecond, let all missionary preachers make 
ita rule that small-footed women who enter: 
the church must unbind their feet, and let 
this rule be strictly adhered to; while on 
worship days the evils of the practice ean 
he mote fully explained. ‘The number of 
women who will in this way be relieved will 
be very numerous, and this last rulo can 
be very easily put into practice. If these 
five suggestions be adopted, tho principal 
difficulties mentioned above’ will naturally 
disappear. 










































IS CLOSE TO THE THRONE. 
LI HUNG-CHANG’S EUROPEAN ADVISER. 
A DISTINGUISHED VisITOR.

Under the above headings, and accom- 
panied by a portrait, the Sun Francisco 
Chronicle publishes the following interview, 
which will be read with amusement, and 
needs no comment :— 

Among the list of arrivals which appeared 
upon the register of the Palace Hotel yes- 








terday was the name of Louis Spitzel of 
Shanghai. To all appearances the person 
who inscribed this name upon the open 
vage which was turned invitingly towards 
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him was simply a rather short and florid 
Englishman, attired in a tweed suit and 
travelling cap, who might be on cither a 
pleasure or business trip. Yet this same 
unpretentious little man with the deep-set 
Drown eyes and soft voice, with a pronoun- 
ced London accent, is power in the coun- 
try whence he came, amd his is a name to 
conjure with in the Court of the Emperor 
of China, 


““Thave just arrived from Vancouver,” 
he said shortly after being installed in his 
rooms at the Palace, ‘‘after a very pleasant: 
trip from Shanghai on the Empress of 
India, Tam on my way to New Yor! 
whither I have been summoned on busi 
ness by some well-known American firms. 
‘What that business is I cannot, of course, 
say in advance ; but when I tell you that 
my business in China is that of a Govern- 
ment contractor, you may obtain a clue as 
to the nature of my mission. Incidentally, 
Tam also on my way to my home in 
London, where I expect to meet. the 
Chinose’ Ambassador to the recent fete at 
Moscow, Li Hung-chang, and his staff. I 
shall escort them back and show them 
something of America en rote, Li Hung- 
chang will probably meet me in the 
English metropolis on the 17th of June. 
‘He was very anxious that I should accom- 
pany him on the trip to Russia, but T 
was unable to do so for various business 
reasons, 


“ince I have only lived in China for 
about threo years, it may seem somewhat 
strange that I should speak of the great 
Li Hung-chang in terms of such familinrit 
but T can truthfully claim that I am on 
terms of closer intimacy with him than any 
European has ever yet been. 


“T had no intention of remaining in 
China when I first went thore in December, 
1892, while en route from India to the 
World’s Fair in Chicago, but. having some 
business to transact with tho Chinese 
Government T saw Li Hung-chang, and we 
became so well acquainted that after my 
business was concluded he asked me to 
promise to return, I told him I would if ho 
would make it worth my while, and although 
I obtained no positive assurance from 
him, I finally promised to return in the 
following April. When I left he intimated 
that all foreigners were the same, and that I 
would only try to fool him like the rest ; but 
when I reached Shanghai on the 8th of April 
ho immediately sent for me, and on reach- 
ing Port Arthur I found him engaged in a 
roview of the Chinese fleet. As the re- 
presentative of the Thames Iron Works, 
the Maxim-Nordenfelt gun manufacturers 
and several other European firms, I told 
him that I was open to do business with 
his Government, and he assured me of 
his good will by placing soveral orders 
in my hands. When the war with 
Japan broke out I executed millions of 
tacls’ worth of orders for the Chinese 
Government, in fact, most of its supplies 
and munitions of war were purchased 
through me. All this brought me daily 
into closer contact with Li Hung-chang, 
whom I may as well tell you, is, to all 
intents and purposes, the head’ of the 
Chinese Government, ‘the real Emy 
of China, if you will. Boing able to 
furnish him with much valuable infor- 
mation from different parts of the world 
through channels which he could not 
otherwise have utilised, I became of great 
service to him, and he frequently asked 
my advice upon momentous questions of 
the day. Among other things, I pointed 
out to him the futility of paying so high 
a rate as $ per cent interest, when loans 
could just as readily be procured at 6 or 
even & per cent, a fact which saved the 
country millions of taels. 


“In recognition of the fact that T had 
done more for the Chinese Government 
than had any other European before me, 

"Li Huing-cliang issued tho fitst edict for'a 





























gold Ioan ever given toa European before 
the war, and last year T manipulated the 
proposed Castle loan of 139,000,000 taels, 
would hare consummated it had not 
1e British Minister asked m i 
fere, as the Government was wor 
bination upon the Powers at Peking. 

“For my services I have received a num- 
ber of concessions, through Li Hung-chang, 
and upon our return] expectto receivemore. 
Among other things Li Hung-chang has 
spoken to me about is the introduction of the 
American railway system to China. Thisis 
one ofhis pet schemes. My present mission 
isnot connected with this, beyond the fact 
that on our return journey we expect to 
inspect the system thoroughly. He is 
very anxious to encourage American 
capitalists to invest in and run railronds 
over there. At present there are only 
about cighty miles of railroad in the entire 
country, although it is now proposed to 
construct a road from Shanghai to Woosuns, 
& distanco of twelve miles, with local 
capital, ‘The report that concessions had 
been granted for a road from Peking to 
Hankow is absolutely without foundation, 
and I know that the permit which was 

nted to M. R. Jefferds was subsequent- 
ly quashed. Neither is there any truth in 
the rumoured concession to French and 
German capitalists, 

“And, by the way, speaking of for- 
eigners in China, I want to congratulate 
you upon having the'finest Consul in China. 
Although an Englishman myself, T must 
say that Mr. Jernigan more nearly ap- 
proneles my ideal of what-n Consul shoul 

than any other representative of a 
foreign country over there. So far as his 
own Consuls are concerned, an Englishman 
has no chance at all over'there, for neither 
they nor the Minister will turn a hair to 
help him. 

“But I was speaking of Li Hung-chang 
and the reforms he proposed to introduce 
upon his return to China. Among other 
things ho intends to build up both tho 
army and navy of China, and, furthermore, 
he proposes to reform’ the ‘country poli- 
tically. At. present the various provinces 
in the interior are controlled by Viceroys, 
who run things very much as they please, 
being too far away from the seat of Govern: 
ment to be kept in check. But Li Hung- 
chang intends to change ail this, and make 
these provincial Governors directly tribu- 
tary to a Viceroy, thus bringing the people 
more closely together. 

“At present he is accompanied by his 
son and Lord Li, his adopted son. His 
staff consists of at least sixty secretaries 
and attendants, including his pallbearer, 
for the report ‘that he carries his coftin 
with him is perfectly correct. It is a 
Deautiful gold-lacquered casket and cost 
$7,000. 

“Personally, Li Hung-chang is a giant, 
mentally and physically. Although 73 years 
of age, he is full of fire and life, and walks 
aserectasa young athlete. He lives a most 
regular life.” Every morning he is up at 6 
o'clock and breakfastsat8. For four hours 
ho works'stoadily, and after a light luncheon 
sleeps for a couple of hours. “From 3 to 6 











| o'clock he is again at work, and after dinner 


he labours until 9 o'clock,’ when he allows 
himself an hour's recreation before retiring. 

“He has lost none of his power since the 
late war, but, on the contrary, has gained a 
great deal of influence in my opinion. 

“While unable to speak English he is 
always accompanied by trusted interpre- 
ters, and never has any difficulty in that 
respect. 


“But he will in all probability be here 
with me in August next, and then you can 
see for yourself what a grand old man he

Jt is announced that Vico-Amiral Sir 








E. R. Fremantle has beon appointed Naval 
Commander-in-Chief at Devonport, in 
succession to Admiral Sir Algernon Lyons. 

The following appointments have been 
made at the Admiralty -~Lientenang 
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ur ie Grafton ; Sub-Lieut. 
Edward B. Compton to the Centurion, 
James W. Fairlong (acting, probationary) 
to the Grafton, and James S. Wilde, 
R.N.R,, to the Grafton. 

Commander Arthur Waymouth has left 
England to join the flagship on the China 
Station. This officer has probably done 
more time on shore than any other of his 
age and standing in the Service, and the 
Admiralty must have been very keenly 
alive to his capacities and knowledge to 
have allowed him to hold appointiments at 
Whale Island and the Ordnance Depart- 
ment at Whitehall for so long. Commander 
Waymouth has had 2 remarkable amount 
of experience in administration of the gun- 
nery work of the Navy, and when his period 
of service in China expires we shall doubt- 
less see him settled at Portsmouth or 
Whitehall again. 

Rear-Admiral Oxley, who is to be second 
in command of the China Squadron, will 
have Lieutenant Bowden-Smith as’ flag- 
lieutenant, and Captain Edward P. Jones 
as his captain, He will sail in the Grafton, 
whieh relieves the Edgar, her sister ship

H.B.M.’s CIVIL SUMMARY COURT. 


Shanghai, 19th June. 

Before H. Brxcnarr Joty, Esq., 

Acting Assistant Judge. 
Wose Atxee ¢. Simpson. 

Mr. A. J. Simpson appeared to answer 
a summons for an alleged assault upon a 
coolie named Wong Ah-nee on the 17th 
instant, 

Wong Ah-nee, the complainant, a coolie 
employed at Messrs. Voekel and Schréder’s, 
said that on Wednesday frou enelve eeieck 
until five he was preparing syrup, when he 
was called by Mr. Voolkel to draw up the 
blinds. He had drawn up three blinds 
when the defendant called him into the 
shop and struck him. Nothing was said 
to him before he was struck snd he aid 
nothing to provoke it, but he thought it 
was because he had left the syrup. After 
striking him the defendant dragged him 
to the tap and turned the water on him to 
stop the bleeding. Witness, as soon as he 
could, went to the Central Police Station to 
complain, and was advised to take out a 
suinmons at the Consulate. Witness had 
been employed ‘at Messrs, Voelkel and 
Schrider’s [for six or seven months, and 
had been struck by the defendant several 
times. Other coolies, who were in Court, 
were ready to state that they also had 
been struck by the defendant and had to 
leave in consequence. Mr. Voelkel saw the 
assault and also a coolie. 

Another coolie said that after clean- 
ing a filter he took it into the shop on 
Wednesday afternoon and then saw the 
defendant strike the last witness and drag 
him to the water-tap. The defendant 
said witness had better be careful or he 
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would be struck also. He thought the 
complainant was struck because he had 
left the syrup. Witness had been em- 
ployed at Messrs. Voelkel and Schréder’s 
for four months and had given notice on 
account of the defendant striking him; he 
had been struck at least ten times. 

Mr. A. J. Simpson, the defendant, 
sirorn, said the wounds on the plaintiff's 
face were not caused by him at all, and he 
did not assault him with his fists. He had 
not brought witnesses, but could do so, to 
disprove the complainant’s statements. 

‘The ease was adjourned until the after- 
noon. 

Upon the ease being resumed, 

Hos Sing-poo, employed in the shop, was 
called by the defendant. He said he saw 
Mr. Simpson strike the complainant, and 
then take him out and wash his head in 
the water kong in the backyard. 

Questioned by the defendant, witness said 
that when the complainant was struck he 
(the coolie) had his arms in front of his face, 
but Mr, Simpson hit him several times and 
some of the blows must have fallen upon 
the complainant’s face. The witness called 

he complainant was not present. Com- 
planant ran into the strect and the defend. 
ant followed and caught him. The coolie 
fell down and was dragged in by Mr. 
Simpson. Witness did not notice whether 
the coolie hurt himself in falling. 

‘The defendant said that the coolie in 
running out of the shop caught his foot 
in the rope holding down the blind and 
fell upon a row of nails, which caused 
the damage. He (defendant) then caught 
hold of him and dragged him to the back 
to wash his face, when he struck him with 
his open hand ‘as he was making such a 
noise. - 

His Honour pointed out that the defend- 
san polly admitted the assault. 

ir. Simpson said he would do so, but 
he denied striking him with the closed fist. 
‘The man provoked him very much, as he 
had express orders when anything was 
on the fire not to go away. Notwith. 
standing that he went out and left a vessel 
on the fire, with the result that there was 
nearly a serious fire, as the place was a mass 
of flame and smoke. 

His Honour said the man was called 
away by his master, and the provocation 
Was not sufficient to justify the defendant 
taking the law into his own hands. He 
must therefore pay a fine of $5, and costs. 















H.BM.’s POLICE COURT. 


Shanghai, 19th June. 
Before H. Bexcrarr Jovy, Esq. 
Police Magistrate. 
R. e. Roose. 

Frank Roose, A.B., unemployed, was 
charged with being drunk and disorderly 
and damaging complainant's property at 
No. 31, Boone Road, to the value of 85. 

‘The complainant, a Japanese woman who 
gave the name of Chesai, said that for tio 
or three days the accused had persisted in 
coming to the house dunk and demanding 
admission. On Wednesday night he went 
with a friend, ina drunken state, and agai 
being denied admittance, brok the door 
and entered the house ,where the two men 
remained until they were removed by the 
police. 

Sikh constable No. 121 gave evidence as 
to being called to the house on Wednesday 
night, and seeing there the accused and 
another man in a drunken condition. They 
were taken to the station and accused 
admitted causing the damage and offered to 
pay fifty cents, but the complainant would 
not accept it. All the parties then left. 
On Thursday night witness was going along 
the Boone Road when he saw the prisoner 
again demanding admission to the house. 








The woman there would not let him in, 
and he climbed over a railing in front of 
the house and entered. 
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His Worship pointed out that the accused 
had been released from the station after 
committing the first offence, and the 
evidence in the second case did not seem 
very definite, 

The witness added that he was told the 
accused had again broken the door. 

Sikh constable No. 80 said that on 
‘Thursday night he was told by a Chinaman 
that there was trouble in the house No. 31, 
Boone Road and that the previous witness 
was in the house. Witness saw a foreigner 
leave the house, but the accused ‘was 
arrested. He was not drunk, but smelt of 
drink. Neither was the prisoner disorder- 
ly. Asked why he took him to the station, 
witness said it was because the Japanese 
woman insisted upon charging him and 
went to the police-station. Witness saw 
the door of the house had been broken. 

Detective-Sergeant Wood said the door 
had been broken twice. 

‘The Japanese woman, re-called, said the 
prisoner came to the house several times 
on Thursday demanding admission with a 
friend, and when she would not let them 
in the accused burst in the door. Witness 
called a policeman and gave him. into 
custody. The door had been so badly 
dinaged the second time that it was im- 
possible to repair it. 

Accused, in reply to his Worship, admit- 
ted breaking the door on Thursday night, 
but not the first time, 

His Worship ordered him to pay $5 to 
the woman for the damage done to the 
door.

NAVAL COUR OF ENQUIRY.

THE STRANDING OF THE ‘‘ KWONGSANG,” 
he Naval Court of Enquiry into the 
stranding of the 8.8. Kwonysang on Hobson 
Island, one of the Chusan Group, on the 
10th inst., and the loss of life consequent 
thereon, was resumed at the British Con- 
sulate. “Mr. F, Clarke, of H.MLS. Archer, 
acted as Clerk of the Court. 

Upon the Court assembling, 

‘The President read the foll lowing :— 

Finding and order of a Naval Court held 
at the British Consulate General, Shanghai, 
on the 18th and 19th days of June, 1896, to 
investigate the circumstances attending the 
stranding of hosteamship Kicongsang ofthe 
port of London, official number 79,423, and 
the loss of life which followed as a result of 
the said stranding when on a voyage from 
Foochow to Shanghai, and the cause of 
Such stranding, and to enquire into the 
conduct of the master of the said vessel. 

‘The Kwongsang was a steam vessel, 
schooner rigged, of 989 tons registered 
tonnage, oficial number 79,433, built. at 
Port Glasgow in 1880, and belonging to the 
port of London, 

Tt appears, from, the evidence given 
before this Court that she sailed from 
Hongkong on or about the 2nd of June, 
bound for Shanghai with a general cargo 
and a crew of thirty-nine hands all told, as 
well as eleven passengers. 

‘That while proceeding on her way to 
Shanghai the ship met thick fog and strong 
tide on the night of the 10th of June. 
That though the engines were slowod 
down, reversed, and soundings taken the 
ship struck a rock at the Chusan Islands. 

‘he Court, having regard to the cir- 
cumstances as above stated, finds as fol- 
lows :— 

‘That the master, William S. Stalker, 
committed a grave error of judgment, in 
the first place for not. shaping his course 
far enough from Elgar Island to allow for 
the tide, especially as the weather was very 
foggy, and, secondly, in altering his course 
to the westward, when the probabilites 
were that he was’ to the southward of the 
Chusan Group. 

‘That the Court sees no grounds for blam- 
ing the conduct of the eaptain and officers

they did all in their power to avert danger 
and loss-of life, but, owing to the rush 
made by the Chinese to the boats, the 
foremost ringbolt of the port cutter carried.

That William S. Stalker, copy of state- 
ment on which enquiry was ordered having 
been furnished to him, be and he is hereby 
severely censured for his error of judgment 
above mentioned. 

‘That in accordance with the powers con. 
tained in sec. 483 (k) of 57 and 58° 
Vict. the cost of the proceedings before the 
said Court be paid by William S. Stalker, 
the master of the s.s. Krcongsang, one of 
the parties thereto, and he is hereby 
ordered to pay the said amount accordingly.

Tea.—From Messrs. Welch, Lewis & Co.’s Circular of 26th instant :— 

We have the pleasure to resume our Tea market advices. 

London deliveries of China Congou for May were 1,790,000 Ibs. and Stocks on 31st May were 11,800,000 Ibs. 
“Type” is quoted at 439 for August. The Stocks of Green ‘Tea in London on 31st ultimo were 3,960,000 Ibs. 

Hankow advices of 22nd June give total arrivals to date at $11,000 half-chests, against 824,000 half-chests to 
corresponding date last season. ‘T'he Stock in native hands was 123,000 half-chests, against 36,000 half-chests last season. 
A few small chops of 2nd crop Ningchows had found buyers at Tis. 20 to 21 a picul, the quality of these kinds was 
considered inferior to last seasons. : 

Brack Tea.—Musters representing a few thousand half-chests of Tea have been on the market for some time past 
without attracting any attention. One or two small settlements have been effected, but nothing has been done worth 
reporting. The majority of the Teas on offer are rain depreciated or otherwise blemished. The blind adherence of the 
Natives to primitive methods of curing Tea is costing them dear this year, to say nothing of the injury done to the trade 
by shipping large quantities of more or less unpalatable Tea to consuming markets. The money losses from’ preventible 
causes on the first crop are said to be in the neighbourhood of a million and a half taels. In our opinion it is a good crop 
spoilt by want of ordinary care, and an excellent crop would have been secured if proper storage for raw. leaf and some 
few modern appliances had been available at the critical picking time to protect the Tea during a fortnight ot so of wet 
weather. It is hopeless, however, to expect the Natives to adopt any remedial measures, it being in their minds “sky 
pidgin” that hes caused the damage, : : 
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Green Tea.—After an unwonted delay an accumulation of musters of Pingsueys, Hoochows and Local Packed 
Teas were put on the market on 2nd instant, too numerous to be carefully valued in a single day. ‘Their reception was 
the coldest possible, and the market up to the time of writing is virtually unopened ; the difference between sellers’ and 
buyers’ ideas of value is at least 157%, Beyond saying a word in favor of some of the few so-called Hodchows, which ace 
really nice Teas, there is nothing special to be said about the Teas yet shown. ‘The same dead level of unattractive 
commonness which we have become accustomed to expect in Pingsueys of late years is again observable. On the whole 
they are no worse in quality than the same descriptions were last season, but they are certainly no better, and consequently 
they are disappointing. “Local packs and Wenchows have not been shown in sufficient quantities for us to judge of the 
crop, but.a.few rather attractive lines have found buyers at full but not extravagant rates, 

Fychows are beginning to arrive and Fine Country Teas may be looked for in about two weeks. It is said that 
Moyunes may arrive before the Tienkais, owing to the market for ieaf in Tienkai having been late in opening, native 
sellers’ and buyers’ ideas of price being widely divergent. 

Arrivals to date are 28,000 half-chests.
